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REPORT TO THE REGISTRAR-GENERAL, 
By JAMES CRAUFURD DUNLOP, M.D., F.R.C.P., Epry. 


SIR, 

I HAVE now the honour to submit to you a Report dealing with 
the vital statistics of Scotland for the decade 1891 to 1900. In it 
are included statements and tables relative to the expectations of 
life at different ages during the decade as shown by a life table, 
and comparing them with what they were in the previous decades 
since this office was founded ; a digest of the statistics of the births, 
deaths, and marriages registered in Scotland during the period ; 
and a statement of the mortality in certain occupations in Scotland 
as deduced from the number of men following these occupations 


who died during the three years 1900, 1901, and 1902. 
POPULATION. 


The population of Scotland on the census day 1891 was 
4,025,647, and on the census day 1901 it was 4,472,103. The 
mean population of the period 1891 to 1901 is estimated 
to have been 4,248,875. Of this population, 1,712,676, or £0°3 per 
cent., were in the Principal Town Districts, that is in towns with 
populations of more than 25,000; 553,987, or 13:0 per cent., were 
in Large Town Districts, that is in registration districts containing 
towns with populations of more than 10,000 and less than 25,000 ; 
897,357, or 21:1 per cent., were in Small Town Districts, that is in 
registration districts containing towns with a population of between 
2000 and 10,000; 962,067, or 22°7 per cent., were in Mainland- 
Rural Districts, that is mainland registration districts in which no 
towns of 2000 or more inhabitants exist; and 122,788, or 2°9 per 
cent., were in Insular-Rural Districts, that is in insular registration 
districts where no towns of 2000 or more of a population exist. 
In the previous decade the mean population was 3,880,610, and of 
it 38°6 per cent. were in the Principal Town Districts, 11:3 per cent. 
in the Large Town Districts, 20°9 per cent. in the Small. Town 
Districts, 25°9 per cent. in the Mainland-Rural Districts, and 3°3 
per cent. in the Insular-Rural Districts. Comparing the mean 
population of this decade with that of the previous decade, it is 
found that there is a total increase of 368,265, that the population 
of the urban districts had increased by 415,651, but that the 
population of the rural districts had diminished by 47,386. 

In this report, as in others issued by this office, the counties of 
Scotland are for convenience arranged in eight divisions. The 
Northern Division contains the counties of Shetland, Orkney, 
Caithness, and Sutherland; its mean population for the decade 
was 115,206, which is 5904 less than that of the previous 
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decade. The North-Western Division contains the counties of 
Ross and Cromarty and Inverness; its mean population for the 
decade was 162,955, which is 5109 less than in the previous decade. 
The North-Eastern includés the counties of Nairn, Elgin, Banff, 
Aberdeen, and Kincardine; its mean population for the decade was 
446,785, which is 19,748 more than that of the previous decade. 
The East-Midland includes the counties of Forfar, Perth, Fife, 
Kinross, and Clackmannan ; its mean population for the decade was 
647,657, which is 34,805 more than that of the previous decade. 
The West-Midland Division includes the counties of Stirling, Dum- 
barton, Argyll, and Bute; its mean population for the decade was 
333,904, which is 36,198 more than that of the previous decade. 
The South-Western includes the counties of Renfrew, Ayr, and 
Lanark ; its mean population for the decade was 1,712,936, which is 
238,723 more than that of the previous decade. The South- 
Eastern includes the counties of Linlithgow, Edinburgh, Hadding- 
ton, Berwick, Peebles, and Selkirk; its mean population for the 
decade was 630,814, which is 58,351 more than that of the previous 
decade. The Southern Division includes the counties of Roxburgh, 
Dumfries, Kirkcudbright, and Wigtown ; its mean population for 
the decade was 198,618, which is 8547 less than that for the 
previous decade. 


EXPECTATION OF LIFE. 


To study the expectation of life in the decade now under review, 
and to compare it with what it was in previous decades, a series of 
life tables constructed by the ‘‘ shorter” method have been pre- 
pared. ‘The series consists of twelve tables, three for each of the 
four decades since the founding of this office, one of the three 
being for males, one for females, and one for the two sexes com- 
bined. These life tables are given in Tables 3 to 14 of this 
Report. 

There have been two life tables for Scotland previously published, 
the one by the late Dr. William Robertson of this office, the other 
by Dr. T. Adam of the Public Health Office of Glasgow. The 
former appeared as an appendix to the Nineteenth Detailed 
Annual Report of the Registrar-General of Scotland, and was 
based on the census population of 1871 and on the deaths registered 
during that one year; the latter was published in the Statistical 
Journal, Vol. LXVIT. (1904), page 448, and was based on the mean 
population of the decade 1891.to 1900 and on the deaths regis- 
tered during that period. Both of these tables were extended life 
tables, the probability of life at every age up to 98 being estimated. 

In England a series of life tables has been published in the 
reports of the Registrar-General of England and Wales, but for 
the purposes of the present comparisons a more convenient series 
is to be found in the tables published by T. E. Hayward, M.B., 
Medical Officer of Health for Haydock, Lancashire, and which are 
to be seen in the Statistical Journal, Vol. LXIV (1901), page 636, 
and Vol. LXVI (1903), page 366. Dr. Hayward’s tables are better 
for purposes of comparison, kecause they were constructed by a 
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method similar to that used in the preparation of this series, and 
because they form a complete and uniform series extending over 
six decades, from the decade 1841 to 1850 to the decade 1891 to 
1900. 


Males.—The expectation of life of a male child at birth during 
the decade now under review is found to be 4468 years, to increase 
to 51:08 when one year old, to 52:90 when two years old, to reach 
a maximum of 53:09 when three years old, to fall to 52°92 at four 
years old, 52°29 at five years old, and after that to steadily decline. 
At ten years old the expectation of male life is 48°53; at fifteen 
44°26; at twenty 40°36; at twenty-five 36°68 ; at thirty-five 29°22 ; 
at forty-five 22°16; at fifty-five 15°79; at sixty-five 10°03; at 
seventy-five 6°37; at eighty-five 3°59; and at ninety-five 2°07. 
These figures closely agree with those in Dr. Adam’s tables except 
those for eighty-five and ninety-five, at both of which ages the 
expectation of life is lower according to Dr. Adam’s estimation, 
than as found by this study. This close corroboration may be 
taken as a proof of the accuracy of the shorter method of the 
construction of life tables. 

In the previous decade, 1881 to 1890, the expectations of life at 
the various ages are found to follow a very similar curve, to reach a 
maximum at three years old, and after that todecline. The principal 
difference between the expectations of male life in that decade 
and in the 1891 to 1900 decade is that those under twenty-five were 
all less ; at birth the expectation was 0°76 less; at one year old 1°38 
less; at two years old 1:29 less; at three years old 1°17 less; at 
four years old 1:14 less; at five years old 0°91 less; at ten years 
old, 1:43 less; at fifteen years old 0°33 less; and at twenty years 
old 0-17 less. At all ages from twenty-five to eighty-five the 
differences were small. At twenty-five the expectation was 0:02 
less in the 1881 to 1890 decade than in the 1891 to 1900 decade, 
at thirty-five it was 0:24 more, at forty-five it was 0°39, at fifty- 
five it was 0°45, at sixty-five it was 0°28, and at seventy-five it 
was 0:11 more in the earlier than in the later decade. 

In the 187] to 1880 decade the expectation followed a somewhat 
similar curve, but the maximum was reached one year later, at four 
instead of at three, and that maximum was lower, being only 49°19, 
as against 53°09 in 1891 to 1900. The expectation of life at birth 
in the 1871 to 1880 decade was 3°73 years less than in the 1891 to 
1900 decade; at one year old it was 4°61 less; at two years old it 
was 4°34 less; at three years old 3°98 less; at four years old 3°73 
less; at five years old 3°32 less; at ten years old 2°46 less; at 
fifteen years old 2:05 less; at twenty years old 1:68 less; at 
twenty-five 1:26 less; at thirty-five 0°55 less; and at later ages of 
very similar amount. At fifty-five it was slightly more in the 1871 | 
to 1880 decade than in the 1891 to 1900 decade; at forty-five, 
sixty-five, and seventy-five it was slightly lower in the former than 
in the latter. : 

In the 1861 to 1870 decade the expectation of male life at 
birth was 40°33, a maximum of 48°96 being at four years old. In 
that decade the expectation at birth was 4°35 less than what it was 
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in the 1891 to 1900 decade; at one year old 5:44 less; at two 
years old 4°97 less; at three years old 4°38 less; at four years old 
3°96 less ; at five years old 3°43 less; at ten years old 2:43 less; at 
fifteen years old 2°00 less; at twenty 1°61 less; at twenty-five 
1:00 less; at later ages the expectations in the two decades were 
very similar. At forty-five, fifty-five, and sixty-five the expecta- 
tion was greater in the earlier than in the later decade; at thirty- 
five and seventy-five it was less in the earlier than the later decade. 

Thus generally comparing the expectations of male life in this 
decade with what they were in the previous decades in Scotland, 
it may be stated that there is now an increased expectation of life 
at all ages under twenty-five and over seventy-five, but that the 
expectation of life between these ages has not increased and in 
fact appears to be somewhat diminished. 

A comparison between the tables of Dr. Robertson (1871) and 
Dr. Adam (1891 to 1900) brings out a similar result, for in the 
latter expectations under thirty-five were higher, while in the 
former the expectations over thirty-five were the higher. 

Comparing these tables with those of Dr. Hayward’s English life 
tables for the decade 1891 to 1900, it is found that the expectation 
of life of a male child at birth in England is 0°56 less than in this 
country ; at one year old it is 1:09 more there than itis here; at two 
years old 1:17 more there than here; at three years old 1-11 more; 
at four years old 1:00; at five years old 1:15; at ten years old 
1:02; at fifteen years old 0°87 more; at twenty-five 0:25 more; 
at thirty-five 0:06 less; at forty-five 0°05 less; at fifty-five 0°08 
less ; at sixty-five 0°25 less; at seventy-five 0°25 less; at eighty- 
five 0:07 less; and at ninety-five 0:12 less. Thus the expectation 
of male life is found to be greater in England than it is in Scotland 
at all ages from one to twenty-five, but to be less at birth and 
slightly less at all ages over thirty-five. A scrutiny of the English 
tables also shows that changes of the expectation of male life, 
decade by decade and comparable to those found in Scotland, have 
been taking place; the expectations at ages under thirty-five have 
been increasing, while the expectations at ages. over thirty-five 
to seventy-five are slightly less now than in the earlier decade. 


Females.—The expectation of life of the female child at birth in 
the decade now under review is found to be 47°44 years. It reaches 
a maximum at three years old, and after that declines. At one 
year old it is 52°71; at two years old 54°47; at three years old 
54°68; at four years old 54°45; at five years old 58:95; at ten 
years old 50°31 ; at fifteen years old 46:18; at twenty years old 
42°32; at twenty-five years old 38°54; at thirty-five years old 
31°27 ; at forty-five years old 24°15; at fifty-five years old 17°32; 
at sixty-five years old 11:54; at seventy-five years old 7:01; at 
eighty-five years old 3:92; and at ninety-five years old 2°49. Dr. 
Adam’s table regarding female expectation closely agrees with 
these expectations except those of ages over eighty-five. 

In the previous decade, 1881 to 1890, the expectation of a female 
child at birth was 46:33, which is 1:11 less than what it was in the 
1891 to 1900 decade; at one year old it was 1°55 less; at two 
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years old it was 1:47 less; at three years old it reached a maximuni 
of 53°35, and was 1°33 less than in the 1891 to 1900 decade; at 
four years old it was 1:23 less than in the later decade; at five 
years old 1:11 less; at ten years old 0°77 less; at fifteen years old 
0°59 less; at twenty 0°39 less; at twenty-five years old it was 
0°15 less; at thirty-five years old 0:24 more; at forty-five years old 
0:44 more ; at fifty-five years old 0:46 more; at sixty-five years old 
0°31 more; and at seventy-five years old 0:06 more. The changes 
in the expectation of female life are thus similar to the changes of 
the expectation of male life, increased expectations under thirty- 
five and slightly diminished expectations after thirty-five. 

In the 1871 to 1880 decade the expectation of life of the female 
child at birth was 43°80, and reached a maximum at four years 
old, 51°22. At birth it was 3°64 less than in the 1891 to 1900 
decade; at one year old 4°23 less; at two years old 3°95 less; at 
three years old 3°56 less; at four years old 3:23 less; at five years 
old 2°88 less; at ten years old 2°12 less; at fifteen years old 1°76 
less; at twenty years old 1:38 less; at twenty-five years old 0°94 
less; at thirty-five years old 0°36 less; at forty-five years old 0°01 
more ; at fifty-five years old 0:16 more; at sixty-five years old 0:05 
less ; and at seventy-five years old 0°33 less. , 

In the 1861 to 1870 decade the expectation of the female child 
at birth was 43°85, and it reached a maximum of 51:00 at four 
years old. At birth it was 3°59 less than in the 1891 to 1900 
decade; at one year old 5-20 less; at two years old 4°66 less; at 
three years old 4°03 less; at four years old 3°45 less; at five years 
old 3:00 less; at ten years old 2°05 less; at fifteen. years old 1:67 
less ; at twenty years old 1:27 less; at twenty-five years old 0°82 
less ; at thirty-five years old 0°15 less; at forty-five years old 0°36 
more ; at fifty-five years old 0-49 more; at sixty-five 0°07 more; 
and at seventy-five 0°34 less. 

These changes observed in the expectation of female life are very 
similar to those observed in the expectation of male life, an 
increased expectation at ages under thirty-five, and a slightly 
diminished one at ages between thirty-five and seventy-five. 

A comparison of Dr. Robertson’s table (1871) with Dr. Adam’s 
table (1891 to 1900) agrees with the above-stated results in that 
it shows that in the more recent period the expectation at the 
younger ages has been increased, while the expectation of life at 
ages over forty-five has diminished. | 

A comparison of the Scottish life table with Dr. Hayward’s 
English table for the decade now under review shows that in 
England the expectation of life of the female child at birth is 0°28 
more than that of the female child in Scotland; at one year old it is 
1:75 more in England than in Scotland; at two years old 1°79 
more there than here; at three years old 1°72 more; at four years 
old 1°71 more; at five years old 1:74 more; at ten years old 1:56 
more; at fifteen years old 1:33 more; at twenty-five years old 0°73 
more; at thirty-five years old 0:15 more; at forty-five years old 
0°07 less ; at fifty-five years old 0°19 less; at sixty-five years old 
0°36 less; at seventy-five years old 0°35 less; at eighty-five years 
old 0:11 less; and at ninety-five years old 0°38 less. Thus the 
expectation of female life in England is found to be more than that 
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in Scotland at ages under forty-five, and slightly less at ages over 
forty-five. Dr. Hayward’s tables also show that in England the 
expectation of female life has been increasing decade by decade 
at ages under thirty-five, while that of ages over forty-five has 
been practically steady. A slight diminution of the expectation 
of female life at forty-five, fifty-five, and sixty-five compared to 
what it was in the decade 1851 to 1860 may also be noted. 


A comparison of the expectation of male and female life in the 
decade now under review brings out the fact that the expectation 
of female life is at all ages better than that of male life. At birth 
it is 2°76 years more; at one year old 1°63 more; at two years old 
1:57 more; at three years old 1:59 more; at four years old 1:53 
more; at five years old 1:66 more; at ten years old 1°78 more; at 
- fifteen years old 1:92 more; at twenty years old 1:96 more; at 
twenty-five years old 1:86 more; at thirty-five 2:05 more; at forty- 
five years old 1:99 more; at fifty-five 1:53 more; at sixty-five 1-01 
more; at seventy-five years old 0°64 more; at eighty-five 0°33 
more; and at ninety-five 0°42 more. 


Both Sexes.—The tables showing the expectations of life of the 
population when the two sexes are considered conjointly show 
that the expectation of life of the Scottish child at birth was in the 
1891 to 1900 decade 46:01 years, and that it reached a maximum 
of 53°80 years at three years old. At one year old it was 51°87; 
at two years old 53°72; at three years old 53°80; at four years old 
53°52 ; at five years old 53°03; at ten years old 49°35; at fifteen 
years old 45°15; at twenty years old 41:26; at twenty-five years 
old 37°53; at thirty-five years old 30°31; at forty-five years old 
23°23; at fifty-five years old 16°63; at sixty-five years old 11:10; 
at seventy-five years old 6°74; at eighty-five years old 3°77; and 
at ninety-five years old 2°00. Comparisons with the expectation 
of previous decades bring out results similar to those already 
described when considering the expectation of the two sexes 
separately, namely, increased expectation at ages under thirty-five 
and some diminution at ages from thirty-five to sixty-five. 

The life tables of both sexes combined for the decades 1861 to 
1870, and 1891 to 1900 are charted in plate No.1, and the life 
tables for the two sexes in the 1891 to 1900 decade are charted in 
plate No. 2. The former shows the increased expectation of life 
under thirty-five and the diminution of the expectation of life at 
ages between thirty-five and sixty-five. The latter shows by how 
much the expectation of female life is better than that of male life 
at all ages. 


BIRTHS. 


The births of living children registered in Scotland during the 
decade numbered 1,280,044; these to the mean population are 
equivalent to an annual birth-rateof 30°13 per thousand,a rate which 
is 2°13 less than that during the previous decade, 4°6 less than the 
birth-rate during the decade 1871 to 1880, and 4°77 less than the 
rate during the decade 1861 to 1870. The actual number of living 
children born during the decade was 28,114 more than in the

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previous decade, 47,733 more than in the decade 1871 to 1880, 


and 159,253 more than in the decade 1861 to 1870. These figures 


show that, while the actual number of births has been inore than 


maintained, there has been a decided lowering of the birth-rate. 
To examine this decline of the birth-rate the following table has been 


constructed ; in it may be seen a comparison for each decade of the 


proportion of births to the number of women of child-bearing age, 


of legitimate births to married women of that age, and of 
illegitimate births to single and widowed women of that age: 
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In this table it may be seen that the birth-rate per thousand women 
of child-bearing age in the 1861 to 1870 decade was 147°6; in the 
1871 to 1880 decade this rate rose to 150:0; in the 1881 to 1890 
decade it declined to 139°2; while in the 1891 to 1900 decade it 
further declined to 126°7. The legitimate birth-rate per thousand 
married women of child-bearing age in the 1861 to 1870 decade was 
317°6; in the 1871 to 1880 decade it was 321-0; in the 1881 to 1890 
decade it was 303°9; while in the 1891 to 1900 decade it was only 
282:5. Illegitimate births per thousand unmarried women of 
child-bearing age in the 1861 to 1870 decade was 25:0; in the 1871 
to 1880 decade 23:0; in the 1881 to 1890 decade 19°6; while in the 
1891 to 1900 decade it was only 15-4. These observations show 
that the falling-off of-the birth-rate has been general, that the 
legitimate birth-rate per thousand married women has been a 
diminishing quantity, and that the illegitimate birth-rate per 
thousand widowed and single women has also been a steadily 
diminishing quantity. Of the two rates the illegitimate one is 
that which is the more diminished, for during the last decade it was 
38°4 per cent. less than what it was during the 1861 to 1870 decade, 
while the legitimate birth-rate per thousand married women is 
only 11°1 per cent. less than what it was in the 1861 to 1870 
decade. The total birth-rate per thousand women, married and 
single, in the decade now under review is 14:2 per cent. less than 
it was in the 1861 to 1870 decade, 15°5 per cent. less than it was 
in the 1871 to 1880 decade, and 9:0 per cent. less than it 
was in the 1881 to 1890 decade. The legitimate birth-rate per 
thousand married women is 11°1 per cent. less than it was in the 
1861 to 1870 decade, 12:0 per cent. less than it was in the 1871 
to 1880 decade, and 7-0 per cent. less than in the 1881 to 1890 
decade. The illegitimate birth-rate per thousand unmarried and 
widowed women is 38-4 per cent. less than what it was in the 1861 
to 1870 decade, 33:0 per cent. less than in the 1871 to 1880 
decade, and 21:4 per cent. less than in the 1881 to 1890 decade. 
The falling-off of the legitimate birth-rate has been marked, but 
that of the illegitimate birth-rate has been more so. 

The birth-rate per thousand of the population during the ten 
years now under review was higher in the Large Town Districts, 
31:94, than what it was in the other groups of registration districts; 
in the Principal Town Districts it was 31°72, in the Small Town 
Districts 30°85, in the Mainland-Rural Districts 26°55, and in 
the Insular-Rural Districts 22°40. Comparing these rates with the 
corresponding rates of the last decade, it is found that the birth- 
rate in the Mainland-Rural Districts is the one which was most 
reduced, it fell by 2°38; while that for the Large Town Districts 
was least reduced, it fell by 157. The rate in the Principal Town 
Districts was 2°78 less than in the last decade, that in the Insular- 
Rural Districts 2:06 less, and that for the Small Town Districts 
1:92 less. 

Of the divisions of counties the South-Western had for the decade 
the highest birth-rate, 33°68, and the Northern the lowest, 21:98. 
In the North-Eastern it was 29°66, in the West-Midland 29-19, 
in the South-Eastern 28°62, in the East-Midland 27°55, in the 
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Southern 25:08, and in the North-Western 24°01. The birth- 
rate for the decade in the counties ranged from 36°65 in Linlithgow ; 
34°76 in Lanark; 32°98 in Stirling; 31:95 in Ayr; and 31°55 in Dum- 
barton ; to 20°08 in Orkney; 20°40 in Bute; 20°78 in Shetland ; 
21:06 in Sutherland; and 21°87 in Argyll. 


Illegitimate births registered during the decade in Scotland 
numbered 90,981, and constituted 7:11 per cent. of the total births. 
They numbered 11,147 fewer than in the previous decade, 17,279 
fewer than in the decade 1871 to 1880, and 19,080 fewer than in 
the decade 1861 to 1870. ‘he illegitimate rate per hundred births 
was, during this decade, 1°05 less than in the previous decade, 1°68 
less than in the decade 1871 to 1880, and 2°71 less than in the 
decade 1861 to 1870. These figures show that the amount of 
illegitimacy in Scotland is a steadily diminishing quantity. 

Of the groups of registration districts, that of the Mainland-Rural 
has the highest illegitimate rate for the decade, 9:45, and the 
Insular-Rural the smallest, 5°64. In the Principal Town Districts 
this rate was 6°78; in the Small Town Districts 6°67; and in the 
Large Town Districts 5-66. In the divisions of the counties this 
rate ranged from 12°41 in the North-Eastern and 12°02 in the 
Southern, to 5°39 in the West-Midland and 5°73 in the South- 
Western. In the counties this rate ranged from 14:97 in Wigtown, 
13°45 in Elgin, 13°39 in Banff, and 12°22 in Aberdeen, to 4:03 in 
. Dumbarton, 4°37 in Shetland, 4°68 in Renfrew, and 4:86 in Ross 
and Cromarty. In the counties of Orkney, Caithness, Argyll, and 
Peebles, this rate was higher than what it was in the previous 
decade ;_in the other counties it was less than in that decade. 


Of the children born in Scotland during the decade, 543,303, or 
42-4 per cent., were registered in the Principal Town Districts; 
176,951, or 13°8 per cent., in the Large Town Districts; 276,838, or 
21°6 per cent,, in the Small Town Districts; 255,444, or 20:0 per 
cent., in the Mainland-Rural Districts ; and 27,508, or.2°2 per cent., 
in the Insular-Rural Districts. In the last decade 41:3 per cent. 
of the births were registered in the Principal Town Districts, 11:7 
per cent. in the Large Town Districts, 21:3 per cent. in the Small 
Town Districts, 23°2 per cent. in the Mainland-Rural Districts, 
and 2°5 per cent. in the Insular-Rural Districts; thus the pro- 
portion of the total children born and registered in the urban 
districts during this decade is found to be larger than in the previous 
decade, and the proportion born and registered in the rural districts 
is found to be less. 


MARRIAGES. 


Marriages registered during the decade numbered 298,664, 
which is 39,276 more than in the previous decade. The equivalent 
annual marriage-rate was 7:03 per thousand, which is 0°35 more 
than the corresponding rate for the previous decade. Comparing the 
marriage-rate for the decade of the groups of registration districts, 
it is found that the highest marriage-rate was in the Principal 
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Town Districts, 8°69, and the lowest in the Insular-Rural Districts, 
3°58. In the Large Town Districts it was 7:06; in the Small 
Town Districts 6°38; and in the Mainland-Rural Districts 5:11. 
In the divisions of the counties this rate ranged from 7°86 in the 
South-Western, and 7°65 in the South-Eastern; to 4°31 in the 
Northern, and 460 in the North-Western. This rate in the 
counties ranged from 8°27 in Lanark and in Edinburgh, 7:28 in 
Forfar, and 7:20 in Aberdeen; to 3:27 in Sutherland, 3°83 in 
Argyll, and 4:13 in Ross and Cromarty. 

The marriage-rate for Scotland during the decade ranged from 
7°51 in 1899, and 7°39 in 1898; to 6:59 in 1893 and 6°63 in 1894. 
In six years of the decade the marriage-rate exceeded 7 per thousand, 
in four years it was less than 7 per thousand; in the previous 
decade it exceeded 7 per thousand in two years only, while in 
eight years it was less than 7 per thousand. 


Of the 298,664 males contracting marriage during the decade, 
7381, or 2:47 per cent., were under 20 years of age; 103,149, or 
34°54 per cent., were between 20 and 25; 100,435, or 33°63 per 
cent., were between 25 and 30; 42,456, or 14:21 per cent., were 
between 30 and 35; 20,419, or 6°84 per cent., were between 35 
and 40; 10,482, or 3°51 per cent., were between 40 and 45; 6213, 
or 2:08 per cent., were between 45 and 50; while 8105, or 2°71 
per cent., were upwards of 50. Of the females married during the 
decade, two were under 15 years of age; 32,345, or 10°83 per cent., . 
were between 15 and 20; 132,742, or 44:45 per cent., were between 
20 and 25; 79,012, or 26-45 per cent., were between 25 and 30; 
28,574, or 9°57 per cent., were between 30 and 35; 133,338, or 
4-47 per cent., were between 35 and 40; 6400, or 2°14 per cent., 
were between 40 and 45; 3489, or 1:17 per cent., were between 45 
and 50; while 2733, or 0°91 per cent., were over 50. Of the total 
males marrying, the proportion to be of ages between 20 and 35 
was relatively greater than in the previous decade, while the 
proportion to be married under 20 and over 35 was relatively less 
than in that decade. Of the females marrying during the decade, 
the proportion between 25 and 40 was relatively higher than in 
the previous decade, while the proportions under 25 and over 40 
were relatively less than in that decade. 

A comparison of the returns in the censuses of the beginning 
and end of the decade shows that the proportion of males of 
between 15 and 50 years of age who were married was slightly 
less at the end of the decade than what it was at the beginning, 
and that the proportion of females of those ages married at the 
end of the decade was higher than what it was at the beginning; 
for of males of those ages in 1891, 42°4 per cent. were married, 
and 42:1 in 1901; while of those females in 1891 there were 43:7 
per cent. married, and 44°3 in 1901. Comparing by age-groups 
the proportion of males and females of these ages, it is found 
that at the end of the decade the proportion of males who were 
married in age-groups below 30 and in age-groups over 35 was 
slightly less than at the commencement of the decade, while the 
proportion of females in all age-groups under 45 was very similar 
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to what it was at the commencement of the decade. The last 
observation is of interest, in that it shows that the falling-off of the 
birth-rate is not due to a diminished proportion of women of 
child-bearing age being married.

The information necessary. for the accurate estimation of the 
fertility of marriage in Scotland is not available, but if this is done 
roughly by dividing the number of legitimate births in each decade 
by the number of marriages in the same period, it is found that the 
average number of births per marriage is’so markedly decreasing 
that it may be assumed that there is a true falling-off of the 
fertility of marriage. In the 1861 to 1870 decade the average births 
per marriage was 4°51; in the 1871 to 1880 decade they were 
4-43; in the 1881 to 1890 decade they were 4:43; while in the 
1891 to 1900 decade they were only 3°98, 


Marriage registration incidentally throws light on two social 
conditions—the influence of the various churches, and the state of 
education of the population. Returns regarding these are fully 
tabulated in Tables 19 and 20. 

Of the 298,664 marriages registered in Scotland during the 
decade, 134,966, or 45:19 per cent., were celebrated in the 
Established Church ; 56,375, or 18°88 per cent., in the Free Church; 
32,921, or 11:02 per cent., in the United Presbyterian Church; 
29,343, or 9°82 per cent., in the Roman Catholic Church ; 8988, or 
3°01 per cent., in the Episcopal Church ; 21,794, or 7°30 per cent., 
in churches of other denominations; and 14,277, or 4°78 per cent., 
were irregular marriages. The proportion married in the Estab- 
lished Church was 0°96 less than that during the previous decade ; 
the proportion married in the Free Church was 1:46 less; that in 
the United Presbyterian Church 0°59 less; that in the Roman 
Catholic Church 0:04 less; that in the Episcopal Church 0°19 
more ; that in churches of other denominations 0°64 more; and the 
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proportion of irregular marriages was 2°27 more. The more 
noteworthy differences are a slight relative increase in the number 
of marriages in the Episcopal Church, and a very decided increase 
in the number of irregular marriages. In the previous decade 
78:10 per cent. of the marriages were celebrated by the three great 
Presbyterian Churches; during this decade that proportion fell to 
75°09 per cent. The relative influence of the churches in the 
counties can also be seen in Table 19. The Established Church © 
appears to have the greatest influence in Kincardine, Kirkcudbright, 
and Wigtown; the Free Church has its greatest influence in 
Sutherland, Ross and Cromarty, and Caithness; the United Presby- 
terian Church in Orkney, Kinross, and Selkirk; the Roman 
Catholic Church in Dumbarton, Renfrew, and Lanark; the 
_ Episcopal Church in Kincardine, Forfar, and Edinburgh ; irregular 
marriages are most frequent in Edinburgh, Lanark, and Forfar. 


Of those registering their marriages during the decade 2°51 per 
cent. of the men and 3°95 per cent. of the women signed by 
“mark,” and may therefore be considered to be uneducated. The 
proportion of such males and of such females is less than one- 
half of what it was in the previous decade, for during that period 
5:32 per cent. of the males and 9°79 per cent. of the females. 
signed in that manner. The proportion of men using the “mark ” 
in the groups of registration districts ranged from 10°16 in the 
Insular-Rural Districts to 1:24 in the Mainland-Rural Districts ; 
in the Large Town . Districts it was 2°76, in the Principal Town 
Districts 2°63, and in the Small Town Districts 2°51; each of 
these rates is less than what it was in the previous decade. 
The proportion of women who used the “mark” in the Insular- 
Rural Districts was 22°74, in the Principal Town Districts 4:37, 
in the Small Town Districts 3°72, in the Large Town Districts 
3°43, and in the Mainland-Rural Districts 1°71; these rates were 
also each lower than in the previous decade. 

Of men using the “mark” for this purpose the highest propor- 
tion in any county is found to be in Ross and Cromarty, 9:50 per 
cent. ; and the rate was also relatively high in Inverness, 8°71 per 
cent.; Sutherland, 5°62 per cent.; and Dumbarton, 4°26 per cent. : 
this rate was low in Kinross, () per cent. ; in Selkirk, 0:37 per cent. ; 
in Kincardine, 0°56 per cent.; in Orkney, 0°58 per cent.; and in Aber- 
deen, 0:58 per cent. Of women using the “mark” for this 
purpose the highest proportion is found to be in Ross and 
Cromarty, 26°41 per cent.; a high rate is also found in Inverness, 
15°86 per cent.; in Sutherland, 11:03 per cent.; in Argyll, 5:48 per 
cent.; and in Lanark, 5°44 per cent.: while the proportion is found 
to be small in Berwick, 0°48 per cent.; in Selkirk, 0°51 per cent.; 
in Kirkcudbright, 0°51 per cent.; in Kincardine, 0°60 per cent. ; 
and in Kinross, 0°74 per cent. In the previous decade it was found 
that the minimum percentage of men who used the “ mark” when 
registering their marriages was in Kinross, where it was 0°22, and 
the minimum percentage of females using the “mark ” was also in 
that county, 1:29. In the previous decade it was found that in 
two counties only was this rate for males less than 1 per cent., and 
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in no county was it less than 1 per cent. for females; in this decade 
in fourteen counties the rate for males was less than 1 per cent., 
and in eight counties the rate for females was less than that amount. 
These figures indicate a decided improvement in the education of 
persons marrying during this decade as compared with the state of 
education of those who married in the previous decade. 


DEATHS. 


During the decade the number of deaths registered in Scotland 
was 781,860 ; the death-rate for the period was 18°40 per thousand. 
These deaths are 38,278 more than those occurring in the previous 
decade, but owing to the increase of population the death-rate is 
0°76 less than in that decade. The death-rate for Scotland in the 
decade 1861 to 1870 was 22:05 per thousand; in the 1871 to 1880 
decade it was 21°61; in the 1881 to 1890 decade it was 19°16; 
while in the decade now under review it was 18°40. These figures 
show a death-rate steadily diminishing decade by decade since 
complete registration was started in the country. 

The greatest number of deaths and the highest death-rate of the 
decade occurred in 1891, when the deaths numbered 83,573, and 
the death-rate was 20°71; the smallest number of deaths and the 
lowest death-rate was in 1896, when the deaths numbered 70,677, 
and the death-rate was 16°61. The lowest death-rate in the 
previous decade was 18:05, which was in 1888; in two years of this 
decade a death-rate lower than that was recorded. In this decade 
a death-rate of over 19 per thousand was recorded in three years; 
in the previous decade such death-rates were recorded in seven years. 

The death-rate in the groups of registration districts was 
highest in the Principal Town Districts, 20°35, and lowest in the 
Insular-Rural Districts, 15°94. In the Large Town Districts it was 
18°59; in the Small Town Districts 17°52; and in the Mainland- 
Rural Districts 15°96. Compared to the corresponding rates for 
the previous decade, that of the Principal Town Districts is 1°66 
less, that of the Large Town Districts 0°64 less, and that of the 
Small Town Districts 0°92 less, while that of the Mainland-Rural 
Districts is 0°06 more, and that of the Insular-Rural Districts 0°27 
more. It thus appears that it is to the lowering of the death- 
rate in the urban districts that the lowering of the general death- 
rate of the country is due. 

The death-rate of the divisions of the counties ranged from 
19°80 in the South-Western to 16:09 in the Northern. In the 
South-Eastern it was 18:03; in the East-Midland 17:84; in the 
Southern 17°70; in the West-Midland 17°48; in the North- 
Western 17°47; and in the North-Eastern 16°30. In the counties 
the rate ranged from 20°42 in Lanark, 19:32 in Forfar, and 19°01 
in Renfrew ; to 14°53 in Peebles, 14°60 in Kincardine, and 14°96 
in Orkney. 3 

Of the 781,860 deaths registered during the decade, 389,336 
were of males, and 392,524 of females; the annual death-rate of 
the male population was 18°92 per thousand, and of the female 
population 17:92. In the previous decade the male death-rate was 
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19°71, and the female death-rate 18°65; thus both these rates are 
lower in this than in the previous decade. In the groups of 
registration districts the male death-rate ranged from 21°38 in 
the Principal Town Districts to 15°97 in the Insular-Rural 
Districts ; the female death-rate ranged from 19:40 in the Principal 
Town Districts to 15°85 in the Mainland-Rural Districts. 


Of the 781,860 deaths registered during the decade, 163,762 
were of children of less than one year old. The births registered 
during the period numbered 1,280,044. The infantile mortality 
per thousand births was thus 128. In the 1881 to 1890 decade 
the infantile mortality for Scotland was 119; in the 1871 to 1880 
decade it was 123; in the 1861 to 1870 decade 121; and previous 
to 1860 it averaged 122. Thus the infantile mortality during this 
decade is higher than in any of the previous decades since this 
office was founded. (Table 22 and Chart No. 3.) 

The infantile mortality in the Principal Town Districts during 
the decade was 147; in the 1881 to 1890 decade 140; and in the 
1871 to 1880 decade 150. In the Large Town Districts this rate 
was 134 while during the 1881 to 1890 decade it was 127; and 
during the 1871 to 1880 decade 134. In the Small Town Districts 
it was 121; while in those districts it was 112 in the 1881 to 1890 
decade, and 118 in the 1871 to 1880 decade. In the Mainland- 
Rural Districts it was 95; it being 89 in the 1881 to 1890 decade ; 
91 in the 1871 to 1880 decade; 100 in the 1861 to 1870 decade; 
and 95 previous to 1860. In the Insular-Rural Districts this rate 
was 75°73; in the decade 1881 to 1890 it was 72:4; in the decade 
_ 1871 to 1880 it was 81:0; in the period 1861-1870 it was 83:1; 
and previous to 1860 the rate was 88°8. These comparisons show 
that this rate in the Principal Town Districts, though less than it 
was in the 1871 to 1880 decade, is higher than what it was in 
the 1881 to 1890 decade; the rate in the Large Town Districts, 
though similar to that in the 1871 to 1880 decade, is higher than 
that in the 1881 to 1890 decade. The rate in the Small Town 
Districts is higher than in the previous decades. ‘The rate in the 
Mainland-Rural Districts is higher than in the 1871 to 1880, or in 
the 1881 to 1890 decades, but lower than in the 1861 to 1870 
decade. ‘The rate in the Insular-Rural Districts is lower than in 
any of the previous decades, that from 1881 to 1890 excepted. 

The wide difference between the infantile mortalities in the 
different groups of registration districts and the different distribu- 
tion of the population in these groups in the decades, deduct from 
the value of the national infantile mortality rate as a real test of 
the increase or otherwise of this mortality. To correct for these 
factors the infantile mortality rates of the groups of registration 
districts for the 1871 to 1880 decade and for the 1881 to 1890 
decade have been applied to the populations of those districts in 
the 1891 to 1900 decade. By the result of this calculation it is 
found that if the infantile mortality rates of the groups of 
registration districts of the 1871 to 1880 decade had existed 
in this decade the deaths under one year would have numbered 
163,106, or 656 fewer than what was actually the case; while 
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INFANTILE MORTALITY RATE PER 1000 BIRTHS, 1855 TO Ig00. 
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had the infantile mortality rates of the 1881 to 1890 decade existed 
there would have been 154,361 deaths under one year in Scotland 
during this decade, and that is 9401 fewer than the number 
which actually occurred. The conclusion from these comparisons 
is that the infantile mortality of the country is an increasing 
quantity; it may be partly due to a greater proportion of the 
population living in the Principal Town Districts where that 
mortality is highest, but it is partly due to a real increase of the 
number of children dying under one year old. 

The highest infantile mortality of the decade occurred in 1897, 
138, and the lowest in 1896, 116. In seven years of the decade it 
was more than 120 per thousand births, and in three years less 
than 120. In the previous decade in four years only was it more 
than 120, and in six years it was less than 120. 


The death-rates at certain ages and age-periods are shown in the 
life tables (Tables 3 to 14). ‘The death-rate for children under one 
year during the decade was 143-93 per thousand, a rate which is 
7°21 more than that in the 1881 to 1890 decade; 4°34: more than that 
rate in the 1871 to 1880 decade; and 5:44 more than that in the 
1861 to 1870 decade. ~ 

The death-rate for children of one year old was 52°96, a rate which 
is lower than the corresponding rate in the previous decades; 3°01 
less than that in the 1881 to 1890 decade ; 10°22 less than that in 
the 1871 to 1880 decade; and 16°04 less than that in the 1861 to 1870 
decade. The lowering of this rate decade by decade has been 
very marked. 

The death-rate of children of two years old was 22:26. It, like 
the preceding rate, has been a diminishing quantity ; in the decade 
now under consideration it was 3°10 less than in the 1881 to 1890 
decade; 9°46 less than in the 1871 to 1880 decade; and 14°57 less 
than in the 1861 to 1870 decade. 

The death-rate of children of three years old was 13°43. It also 
is a diminishing quantity decade by decade; the rate for the 
decade 1891 to 1900 is 3:00 less than that for the 1881 to 1890 
decade; 8°22 less than that for the 1871 to 1880 decade; and 12°42 
less than that for the 1861 to 1870 decade. 

The death-rate of children of four years old was 9°58, a rate 2°12 
less than that for the 1881 to 1890 decade; 6°65 less than that for 
the 1871 to 1880 decade; and 9:00 less than that for the 1861 to 
1870 decade. 

The death-rate of children of from five to ten years of age was — 
5:08. In 1881 to 1890 this rate was the same, 6°57; in the 1871 
to 1880 decade it was 8°69; and in the 1861 to 1570 decade 9°48. 
This rate, like those already mentioned, shows a marked diminution 
from what it previously was. 

At ages of from ten to fifteen the death-rate during the decade 
was 3°39, and is the lowest of the death-rates of all the age-periods. 
It also is found to be a diminishing rate; it is 0°84 less than that 
for the 1881 to 1890 decade; 1°84 less than that for the 1871 to 
1880 decade; and 1°86 less than that for the 1861 to 1870 decade. 

At ages of from fifteen to twenty the death-rate for the decade was 
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5:17, a rate also less than what it previously was. In the 1881 to 
1890 decade it was 6:07; in the 1871 to 1880 decade 7:22; and in 
the 1861 to 1870 decade 7:28. 

At ages of between twenty and twenty-five the death-rate for 
the decade was 6°42, a rate 1:02 less than what it was in the 
1881 to 1890 decade; 2°49 less than what it was in the 1871 to 1880 
decade; and 2°93 less than what it was in the 1861 to 1870 decade. 

At ages of from twenty-five to thirty-five the death-rate for the 
decade was 7°76, a rate 0°94 less than that for the 1881 to 1890 
decade ; 2°10 less than in the 1871 to 1880 decade; and 2°38 less 
than it was in the 1861 to 1870 decade. 

At ages of from thirty-five to forty-five the death-rate for the 
decade was 10°90, a rate 0°45 less than in the previous decade; 
1°62 less than in the 1871 to 1880 decade; and 2°11 less than in 
the 1861 to 1870 decade. ; 

At ages of from forty-five to fifty-five the death-rate for this 
decade was 17:01. In the 1881 to 1890 decade it was 16°83; in 
the 1871 to 1880 decade 17°79; and in the 1861 to 1879 decade 
17:16. Unlike those at younger ages this rate shows decade by 
decade little change. 

At ages of from fifty-five to sixty-five the death-rate for this 
decade was 32°08, a rate which is more than the corresponding 
rates for the previous decades, for in the 1881 to 1890 decade it 
was 30°09, in the 1871 to 1880 decade 30°42, and in the 1861 
to 1870 decade 28:23. 

The death-rate for ages of from sixty-five to seventy-five is also 
found to be an increasing quantity. In the decade 1891 to 1900 
it was 62°54; in the 1881 to 1890 decade 58°87; in the 1871 to 
1880 decade it was 60:76; and in the 1861 to 1870 decade 58°68. 

At ages between seventy-five and eighty-five the death-rate for 
the decade was 127°65, a death-rate which is 2°94 more than that 
for the 1881 to 1890 decade; 6:00 less than that for the 1871 to 
1880 decade; and 5:29 less than that for the 1861 to 1870 decade. 

At ages of from eighty-five to ninety-five the death-rate for the 
decade was 263°22; in the 1881 to 1890 decade it was 267°75; in 
the 1871 to 1880 decade 286°16; and in the 1861 to 1870 decade 
287°36. 

To epitomise the above it may be stated that the death-rates at 
the extremes of life are the highest, and that the lowest occurs at 
from ten to fifteen years of age, and that a comparison of the death- 
rates of this decade with those of previous decades shows that the 
rates under forty-five are diminishing, while those of ages over 
forty-five are either increasing or remaining stationary. The 
former observation is of interest In explaining the increasing 
expectation of life at ages under thirty-five, the latter is of interest 
in perhaps being a corroboration of the increased mortality from 
cancer, which will be later in this Report drawn attention to. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Deaths registered in Scotland during the decade numbered 
781,860 Of them, 110,022, or 14:1 per cent., were due to specific

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febrile or zymotic diseases ; 90,343, or 11°6 per cent., were due to 
diseases of the nervous system; 69,867, or 8-9 per cent., were due 
to diseases of the circulatory system; 145,516, or 18°6 per cent., 
were due to diseases of the respiratory system; 56,548, or 7:2 per 
cent., were due to diseases of the digestive system; 20,290, or 2°6 
per cent., were due to diseases of the urinary system; 5659, or 0°7 
per cent., were due to diseases of the reproductive system; and 
27,104, or 3°5 per cent., were due to accident or negligence. The 
number of deaths of each sex from these groups of diseases, the 
death-rate from them, and the distribution of those deaths according 
to age-periods are shown in Table 24. The deaths from certain 
selected diseases and the death-rates per 100,000 are shown in 
Tables 25 and 26. 

Small-pox.— Deaths from small-pox during the decade numbered 
323, and the mean annual death-rate from it was 0°7 per 100,000. 
The death-rate from small-pox in recent years is a great contrast 
to what it was previously. From 1855 to 1860 it ranged between 
11 and 49 per 100,000, and averaged 33; from 1861 to 1870 it 
ranged from 0 to 55 per 100,000, and averaged 17; from 1871 
to 1880 it was 0 in three years, 1 in two years, 2 in one year, 
while in the remaining four years of that decade it was 36, 33, 72, 
and 45, it averaged in that decade 19; from 1881 to 1890 this 
rate was 0 in seven years, and 1 in the remaining three years, the 
average death-rate being 0°3; from 1891 to 1900 it was 0 in six 
years, 1 in two years, 2 in one year, and 5 in one year. The last 
year in which the death-rate from small-pox exceeded 3 per 
100,000 was 1874. The Vaccination Act came into effect in 1864; 
previous to that the death-rate from small-pox averaged 34 per 
100,000, since then the average annual death-rate from it has been 
less than 6, and during the last two decades only 0°5. 

Measles.—Deaths from measles during the decade numbered 
19,833, the mean death-rate from it being 47 per 100,000. The 
death-rate from measles has, on the average, changed little since the 
founding of this office; previous to 1860 it ranged from 32 to 52, 
and averaged 40; from 1861 to 1870 it ranged from 25 to 71, and 
averaged 40; from 1871 to 1880 it ranged from 21 to 61, and 
averaged 35; from 1881 to 1890 it ranged from 18 to 63, and 
averaged 39; and during the last decade from 19 to 88, and aver- 
aged 47. The last decade included one year in which the death- 
rate from measles was exceptionally low, 1894, when it was 19, 
and a year in which this death-rate was the highest since the 
founding of this office, 1893, when it was 88. 

Scarlet Fever—Deaths from scarlet fever during the decade 
numbered 7834, and the mean annual death-rate from it was 19 
per 100,000. ‘The death-rate from this disease has, since the 
founding of this office, been a markedly diminishing quantity ; 
previous to 1860 this rate ranged from 72 to 119, and averaged 
92; from 1861 to 1870 it ranged from 41 to 142, and averaged 91; 
from 1871 to 1880 this rate ranged from 38 to 182, and averaged 
78; from 1881 to 1890 it ranged from 18 to 42, and averaged 29; 
while in the decade now under review it ranged from 15 to 21, and 
averaged 19. The highest recorded death-rate from scarlet fever in 
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Scotland was in 1874, when it was 182, and the lowest rate recorded 
was in 1900, when it was only 15. 

Diphtheria and Croup.—Deaths from these diseases during the 
decade numbered 12,169, and the mean annual death-rate from 
them was 29 per 100,000. The death-rate from these causes has, 
during the last four decades, shown a marked diminution. Previous 
to 1860 it ranged from 29 to 49, and averaged 40; from 1861 to 
1870 it ranged from 45 to 116, and averaged 65; from 1871 to 
1880 it ranged from 43 to 68, and averaged 54; from 1881 to 1890 
it ranged from 32 to 50, and averaged 43; while in the last decade 
it ranged from 19 to 44, and averaged 29. During the last five 
years of the decade now under review the death-rate from diphtheria 
and croup did not exceed 27 per 100,000, while previous to that 
in no year, 1855 excepted, was the rate less than 30; this change 
may be largely due to the fact that in recent years diphtheria can 
be more successfully treated by anti-toxin. 

Hooping-Cough.—Deaths from hooping-cough during the decade 
numbered 21,784, and the death-rate due to it was 61 per 100,000. 
Previous to 1860 the death-rate from hooping-cough ranged from 
o1 to 87, and averaged 67; from 1861 to 1870 it ranged from 53 
to 90, and averaged 67; from 1871 to 1880 it ranged from 44 to 
84, and averaged 62; from 1881 to 1890 it ranged from 43 to 82, 
and averaged 61; while in the last decade it ranged from 41 to 67, 
and averaged 51. ‘The decade now under review has a mean death- 
rate from hooping-cough lower than that of any of the previous 
decades, but the diminution is not so marked as the diminution of 
the death-rates due to small-pox, scarlet fever, or diphtheria. 

Typhus Fever.—The deaths registered during the decade as due 
to typhus fever numbered 481, the corresponding annual death- 
rate from it being 1 per 100,000. Previous to 1871 deaths from 
typhus fever were not separated in this office from those from 
enteric fever. From 1871 to 1880 the death-rate from typhus fever 
ranged from 5 to 34, and averaged 15; from 1881 to 1890 it 
ranged from 2 to 6, and averaged 3; from 1891 to 1900 it ranged 
from 1 to 3, and averaged slightly more than 1. In nine years 
during the last decade the death-rate from typhus fever did not 
exceed 1 per 100,000. Since 1874 this rate has steadily 
declined. , 

Enteric Fever—Deaths from enteric fever during the decade 
numbered 7385, and the mean annual death-rate due to it was 
18 per 100,000. From 1871 to 1880 the annual death-rate from 
it ranged from 28 to 46, and averaged 39; from 1881 to 1890 it 
ranged from 17 to 32, and averaged 23; while during the last 
decade it ranged from 15 to 23, and averaged 18. Previous to 
1890 this rate had never been below 17, in six years of this decade 
it was 17 or lower. These figures show a marked diminution in 
the death-rate from enteric fever. 

Of the above-mentioned infectious diseases, hooping-cough has 
the highest annual death-rate, 51 per 100,000, and small-pox the 
lowest, 0°7. The annual death-rate from measles is 47, from 
diphtheria 29, from scarlet fever 19, from enteric fever 18, and 
from typhus fever 1.

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Diarrheas.—Among these are included deaths certified as due 
to diarrhcea, cholera, enteritis, infective enteritis, gastro-enteritis, 
and such like terms. During the decade these deaths have 
amounted to 35,203; the mean annual death-rate from these causes 
was 83 per 100,000. Previous to 1860 the death-rate from these 
causes ranged from 78 to 137, and averaged 99; from 1861 to 
1870 it ranged from 76 to 123, and averaged 91; from 1871 to 
1880 it ranged from 65 to 103, and averaged 89; from 1881 to 
1890 it ranged from 56 to 83, and averaged 71; while during this 
decade it ranged from 55 to 109, and averaged 83. The death- 
rate from diarrhoeas in the decade now under review is higher than 
that in the previous decade, but lower than those in the other 
decades above quoted. There is, however, no very marked reduction 
of the amount of death caused by these diseases. 

Malignant Disease—Deaths ascribed to malignant disease during 
the decade numbered 30,908, and the mean of the annual death- 
rate due to this cause was 73 per 100,000. Previous to 1860 the 
death-rate from this cause ranged from 29 to 33, and averaged 31; 
from 1861 to 1870 it ranged from 37 to 43, and averaged 40; 
from 1871 to 1880 it ranged from 43 to 51, and averaged 48; frora 
1881 to 1890 it ranged from 51 to 67, and averaged 58; while 
from 1891 to 1900 it ranged from 67 to 81, and averaged 73. 
These figures would appear to indicate that the death-rate from 
malignant disease is an increasing quantity, that it is now more 
than twice what it was before 1860, but there are several reasons 
why these figures are not dependable, and consequently it would 
not be fair to infer from them that this death-rate is an increasing 
quantity, and far less fair to argue from them by how much the 
death-rate from this cause is increasing. The sources of fallacy 
are at least two—faulty classification in all periods, and improved 
diagnosis in the later periods. The flaw in the classification is 
that only those growths which are stated to be malignant, or whose 
description indicates malignancy, are classed as cancerous tumours, 
and many tumours which are undoubtedly cancerous are otherwise 
classed; for instance, a death certified as due to a tumour of the 
stomach is classed as a death due to “diseases of the stomach,” 
while a similar case certified as due to malignant tumour of the 
stomach is classified as due to malignant disease. The improve- 
ment of modern diagnosis is so well known that it need not here 
be dilated on, and it is only reasonable to suppose that many 
deaths certified in the earlier years as diarrhoea were in reality 
cancer of the rectum, or as dyspepsia were in reality cancer of the 
stomach. With such obvious sources of fallacy one cannot draw 
any definite conclusions from these figures. But there is one fact 
which supports the view that the death-rate from this cause is an 
increasing one, and that is that the death-rates of the age-periods 
in which malignant disease is most prevalent are not like the 
death-rates of other age-periods less than what they were in the 
earlier decades, but are higher than what they formerly were. In 
the following table there is shown the amounts by which the death- 
rates of the age-periods from 45 to 85 of this decade differ from 
what they were in the 1861 to 1870 decade, and it may there be 
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seen that the death-rates of the age-periods 55 to 65, and from 65 
to 75, are both considerably higher than what they were in the 
earlier decade.

That there is an apparent increase of the death-rate due to 
malignant disease is doubtless, but whether there is or is not an 
actual increase is doubtful, and if such actual increase really exists 
the amount of that increase cannot be measured with accuracy. _ 

Tuberculous Disease.—Deaths registered during the decade as due 
to tuberculous disease, phthisis included, numbered 100,420; the 
mean of the annual death-rates from this cause was 237 per 100,000. 
Previous to 1860 the death-rate from this cause ranged from 303 
to 367, and averaged 336; from 1861 to 1870 it ranged from 345 
to 390, and averaged 362; from 1871 to 1880 it ranged from 324. 
to 386, and averaged 347 ; from 1881 to 1890 it ranged from 245 
to 308, and averaged 275 ; while from 1891 to 1900 it ranged from 
228 to 254, and averaged 937. These figures show that the death- 
rate from tuberculous disease has been steadily decreasing, and as 
that result is found notwithstanding the more accurate diagnosis of 
the present day, there can be no doubt that tuberculous disease is 
causing fewer deaths now than previously. 

Phthisis—Of the above-mentioned 100,420 deaths from 
tuberculous disease, 71,600 were ascribed to phthisis, the mean 
annual death-rate from phthisis during the decade being 169. 
The death-rate from this disease previous to 1860 ranged from 
208 to 267 per 100,000, and averaged 238; from 1861 to 1870 it 
ranged from 244 to 274, and averaged 256; from 1871 to 1880 it 
ranged from 218 to 270, and averaged 239; from 1881 to 1890 it 
ranged from 179 to 221, and averaged 200; while from 1891 to 
1900 it ranged from 162 to 183, and averaged 169. These figures, 
like those referring to the death-rates from all tuberculous diseases, 
show a marked and undoubted diminution. | 

Pneumonia.—Deaths registered as due to pneumonia during the 
decade numbered 54,428, and the mean annual death-rate due to 
pneumonia was 128 per 100,000. Previous to 1860 the death- 
rate from pneumonia ranged from 62 to 79, and averaged 70; from 
1861 to 1870 it ranged from 62 to 80, and averaged 68; from 
1871 to 1880 it ranged from 75 to 105, and averaged 88; from 
1881 to 1890 it ranged from 86 to 123, and averaged 108; from 
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1391 to 1900 it ranged from 109 to 141, and averaged 128. These 
figures show that the death-rate from pneumonia has steadily 
increazed since 1861. 

Bronchitis—Deaths registered as due to bronchitis during the 
decade numbered 69,191, the mean annual death-rate due to it 
being 164 per 100,000. Previous to 1860 the death-rate from 
bronchitis ranged from 92 to 177, and averaged 117; from 1861 
to 1870 it ranged from 163 to 243, and averaged 200; from 1871 
to 1880 it ranged from 231 to 281, and averaged 247; from 1881 
to 1890 it ranged from 177 to 234, and averaged 200; while from 
1891 to 1900 it ranged from 131 to 231, and averaged 164. The 
death-rate from bronchitis appears to have increased from 117 
previous to 1860 to 247 in the decade 1871 to 1880, but since 
then to have diminished to 200 in 1881 to 1890, and 164 in 1891 
to 1900. The diminution of the death-rate from bronchitis since 
1881 and the increase of the death-rate from pneumonia during that 
period is suggestive of the term pneumonia being more frequently 
used since that date, and the term bronchitis less frequently so, 
and that the two rates when considered separately are not 
absolutely dependable. If the death-rates from bronchitis and 
pneumonia are added together it is found that the annual means 
were 187 previous to 1860, 268 from 1861 to 1870, 335 from 1871 
to 1880, 308 from 1881 to 1890, and 292 from 1891. to 1900. 
When these two are totalled the combined rate reaches a maximum 
between 1871 to 1880, and since then shows a steady diminution. 

As it is always possible that deaths from phthisis are ascribed to 
pneumonia or bronchitis, both of which are frequently complicating 
diseases, it is interesting to note that the death-rate from these 
three diseases combined has since the 1871 to 1880 decade been a 
diminishing quantity. Before 1861 the mean -annual death-rate 
from these three diseases was 425 per 100.000; in the 1861 to 1870 
decade, 524; in the 1871 to 1880 decade, 574; in the 1881 to 1890 
decade, 508; and in the 1891 to 1900 decade, 461. 

It is of interest to compare the death-rates from these 
selected diseases during the last decade with what they were 
during the ten years 1861 to 1870, the first decade with complete 
registration in Scotland. The following rates show a reduction :— 
Small-pox, 96 per cent.; -Typhus and Typhoid fevers, 83 per 
cent.; Scarlet fever, 79 per cent.; Diphtheria and Croup, 
55 per cent.; Tuberculous disease, 44 per cent. ; Hooping-cough, 
24 per cent.; and Diarrhea, 9 per cent. The following show 
an increased death-rate:—Malignant disease, 82 per cent. (?); 
Measles, 18 per cent.; and Pneumonia and Bronchitis, 9 per 
cent. The reduced death-rates from small-pox, typhus and 
typhoid fevers, scarlet fever, and croup and diphtheria are proof of 
the beneficial influences of modern public health legislation. 

Violence—-The number of deaths registered as due to violent 
causes during the decade was 29,852, of which 21,589 were of 
males and 8263 of females. The equivalent annual death-rate 
for both sexes was 70 per 100,000, that for males 105 and that for 
females 38. In the previous decade the death-rate from these 
causes for the two sexes combined was 69 per 100,000, that for 
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males 106 and that for females 34. Thus the death-rate from 
these causes for females during this decade was less than during 
the previous decade, while the death-rate for males and for the 
two sexes combined were slightly higher in this than in the 
previous decade. 

Of these 29,852 deaths from violence, 2544 were registered as 
suicidal, of them 1845 were of males and 699 of females. Of the 
male suicides the numbers effected in the various manners were as 
follows :—Hanging, 503; Drowning, 445; Cuts and Stabs, 376; 
Gunshot Wound, 190; Poison, 171; Railways, 79; Precipitation, 
65; other, 16. Of the female suicides the numbers in which the 
various methods were adopted were as follows :—Drowning, 265 ; 
Hanging, 183; Cuts and Stabs, 94; Poison, 80; Precipitation, 41 ; 
Railways, 23; Gunshot Wound, 5; other, 8. It will be noticed 
that hanging was the favourite means of suicide used by men, 
drowning, cutting, and gunshot being also comparatively frequently 
used ; with women drowning was the favourite means, hanging 
also being frequently used, while suicide by cutting and by gunshot 
were comparatively rare. 

Suicides by poisoning numbered 251; of them 108 were by opium 
and its preparations, 45 by carbolic acid, 15 by hydrocyanic acid 
and its salts, 14 by oxalic acid and its salts, and smaller numbers 
by other poisons. In the previous decade opium was also the 
favourite means of committing suicide by poison, 106 cases being 
registered, while poisoning by carbolic acid, hydrocyanic acid, and 
oxalic acid were equally frequent, 16 cases of each being recorded. 
The increased frequency of suicide by carbolic acid is the most note- 
worthy point ascertained by this contrast. The nature of the 
poison used in the suicidal poisoning of the last two decades is 
shown in Table D.

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OCCUPATION MORTALITY. 


For studying the effect of different occupations on the death-rate 
of males, the initial procedure adopted was the same as that 
followed in the preparation of the last number of the Decennial 
Supplement issued by this office. ‘The deaths of all males of over 
fifteen registered in the census year, in the year immediately pre- 
ceding that year and in the year immediately after it, have been 
abstracted, classed as to occupation and age, and crude death-rates 
determined by comparing these numbers with three times the 
number of males in each occupation and age-group at the time of 
the census. ‘T’he subsequent procedure in the preparation of this 
report is different from that previously used, for instead of adopting 
these crude death-rates as a test of the effect of the occupations, in 
each case the amount of probable error has been calculated, and 
any difference between the death-rate of an occupation and that of 
all males was only accepted as indicative of real difference of death- 
rate when that difference was greater than three times the 
amount of probable error. ‘The importance of this change of 
procedure is evident when one considers the liability to error 
when dealing with a limited number of observations, and that 
in many of these occupations the total number employed in 
Scotland is not great. 

The method adopted of estimating the rate with its probable error 
was suggested by Professor Karl Pearson, and consists of applying to 
the number of lives affected and the number of deaths this formula, 


x =o a We , N being the total lives affected, n the total 
deaths registered, and m the total number surviving, the result 
indicating the death-rate per unit and the amount per unit by 
which the true death-rate may probably be greater or less than the 
crude death-rate. Having measured the amount of probable error, 
the next stage was to compare the death-rate of each group with 
that for the corresponding age-group of all males in Scot- 
land, and in doing so only those differences were accepted as 
indicative of real differences when they are three times greater 
than the combined probable error, and that is when the 
difference between the crude death-rate of all males and that of 
the occupation under consideration is at least three times greater

N, n, m, having the same significance as in the previous calculation, 
N,, n,, m,, being similar but referring to the figures of all males 
in each age-group in Scotland. ‘These calculations were only 
applied to two age-groups, from 25 to 45 and from 45 to 65, as 
the younger and older groups, in that they are not so materially 
affected by occupation, are not considered so indicative of differences 
due to occupation as to warrant the expenditure of labour involved 
in these calculations. 

The death-rates from certain causes in these selected occupations 
are shown in Table 31. The probable error of each of these has 








than the result of this calculation, 67449 
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been calculated by the above-stated method, and only when the 
difference between them and the corresponding rate of all males 
exceeds in amount three times the combined probable errors is 
that difference accepted as indicative of a true difference. 

In describing the results of this study references are made to 
previous studies, and where possible, comparisons are drawn. The

In comparing the results of the present study with those of 
previous studies, discrimination las been used to limit comparisons 
to those cases only where the classification of the occupations is for 
practical purposes the same; but as in many instances there are 
some slight differences, in every case the reference number to the 
particular group of occupations in the particular study is given, so 
that those interested may verify the comparisons for themselves. 

The selected occupations are divided in the following tables into’ 
six groups; (1) Those in which there is found to be a death-rate at 
both the age-periods less than the corresponding death-rates of all 
males; (2) Those in which the death-rate at one age-period is 
less than the corresponding death-rate of all males, but the death- 
rate at the other age-period is not decidedly different from the 
corresponding death-rate of all males; (8) Those in which the 
death-rate at both age-periods is not decidedly different from the 
corresponding death-rates of all males; (4) Those in which the 
death-rate at the one age-period is less than the corresponding 
death-rate of all males, but in which the death-rate at the other 
age-period is greater than the corresponding death-rate of all males; 
(5) Those in which at one age-period the death-rate is greater 
than the corresponding death-rate of all males, but in which the 
death-rate at the other age-period is not decidedly different from 
the corresponding death-rate of all males; and (6) Those in which 
the death-rate at both age-periods is greater than the corresponding 
death-rate of all males, 
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All Males—For purposes of comparison it is necessary to state the 
death-rates of all males in Scotland in the period of this study, and 
in Scotland, England, Paris, and Switzerland in the periods of 
previous studies. These were as stated in the following table :—

1. Ministers, Clergymen, Priests—This occupation is found to be 
in Group L., and to have death-rates at both age-periods less than 
the corresponding rate of all males. That from 25 to 45 was 
3°88 + *44 per thousand, and that for the age-period 45 to 65 was 
17°03 + 1:08. In each of the previously published studies this 
occupation was found to have death-rates at both age-periods less 
than those of all males, and consequently it may be accepted as a 
fact that the mortality among this class is less than that of all males.

Cf the death-rates from the selected causes of deaths among the 
clerical profession, those from tubercle, pneumonia, and violence 
are less than the corresponding rates of all males, that from 
malignant disease is not decidedly different from that of all males, 
while the number of deaths from bronchitis is insufficient to 
form an opinion as to what is the true death-rate in this occupation 
from that cause. | 


2. Advocates, Solicitors.—This occupation is in Group II., and has 
a death-rate under 45 less than that of all males, but one over 45 
not decidedly different from that of all males. In the previous 
Scottish study and in the English studies this occupation was 
found to have low death-rates at both of these age-periods, that of 
the older period of the Scottish study excepted, and also to have low 
mortality figures. In both Parisian studies the death-rates in both 
age-periods were low, but in the Swiss study the legal profession 
was found to have high death-rates at both the age-periods quoted.

Of the death-rates from the selected causes among the legal 
profession, those from tubercle, pneumonia, and violence are found 
to be less than the corresponding rates of all males, that from 
malignant disease is found not to be decidedly different from the 
rate of all males, while the death-rate from bronchitis cannot be 
determined on the number of deaths recorded. 


3. Physicians, Surgeons, General Practitioners, Dentists —This 
occupation is found to be in Group III., and to have in both age- 
periods. a death-rate not decidedly different from the corresponding

death-rate of all males. In the previous Scottish study the 
death-rate in this profession was found to be more than that of all 
males at both age-periods, and the mortality figure was found to 
be high. In each of the English studies the death-rate under 45 
was found to be high, and those over 45 were found to be high in 
the first two studies, but not so in the third. In the Parisian 
studies the death-rates in both age-periods were found to be low. 
This profession was not one of the selected occupations in the 
Swiss study.

Among the members of this profession the death-rates from 
tubercle, malignant disease, pneumonia, and violence are none of 
them decidedly different from the corresponding rates of all males. 


4. Schoolmasters, Teachers, Professors, Lecturers——This occupa- 
tion is found to be in Group II., to have a death-rate in the 
25 to 45 age-period less than the corresponding death-rate of all 
males, while the death-rate in the 45 to 65 age-period is not 
decidedly different from that of all males. In the previous Scottish 
study and in each of the English studies, in one Parisian study, and 
in the Swiss study, this occupation was found to have death-rates 
in both age-periods less than the corresponding rates of all males, 
and, where they were given, low mortality figures.

Among the teaching profession the death-rates from tubercle, 
pneumonia, bronchitis, and violence are all less than the corre- 
sponding rates of all males, while that from malignant disease is not 
decidedly different from that of all males. 


Of the four occupations already mentioned, the clerical, the 
legal, the medical, and the teaching professions, the clerical is found 
to be the most healthy, the medical the least healthy, while the other 
two are intermediate. Ifthe returns of the four professions are 
massed, it is found that they collectively have a death-rate in the 
age-period under 45 of 6°13 + :28, and in the age-period over 45 
of 21°92 + 74. Both of these rates are less than the corresponding 
rates of all males. 


5. Farmers, Graziers.—In this occupation the death-rate in the 
25 to 45 age-period is found to be less than that of all males, the 
death-rate in the 45 to 65 age-period also less than the correspond- 
ing death-rate of all males, and the occupation is found to be in 
Group I. In the previous Scottish study, in each of the English 
studies, and in the Swiss study a similar result was found. The 
close agreement of results demonstrates that this occupation is an 
unusually healthy one.

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In this occupation the death-rates from tubercle, pneumonia, 
bronchitis, and violence are low, while that from malignant disease 
is not decidedly different from the corresponding rate of all males. 


7. Gardeners, Nurserymen, Seedsmen, Florists. —This occupation is 
found to be in Group I., and to have death-rates in both age-periods 
less than the corresponding death-rates of all males. In the 
previous Scottish and in each of the English studies results strictly 
comparable to this were found, for in each of them it was 
ascertained that in this occupation the death-rates in both age- 
periods were less than those of all males, and in each of the studies | 
the mortality figure was found to be low. In the Parisian study 
the death-rate of a similar group of occupations was found to be 
low under 40, but the rate under 60 is not stated. In the Swiss 
study a similar group of occupations was found to have a low 
death-rate in the earlier age-period, and one slightly more than 
that of all males in the later age-period.

Among coachmen, grooms, and cabmen the death-rates from 
tubercle, malignant disease, and pneumonia are high, while those 
from bronchitis and violence are not decidedly different from the 
corresponding rates of all males.

Among carters, carriers, and vanmen the death-rates from 
pneumonia and viclence are high, that from tubercle low, while 
those from malignant disease and bronchitis are not decidedly 
different from the corresponding rates of all males. 


Massing the occupations of coachmen, grooms, cabmen, carters, 
carriers, and vanmen (numbers 10 and 11), together, it is found 
that they collectively have a death-rate at the 25 to 45 age-period 
of 11°66 + ‘26, and at the 45 to 65 age-period one of 30°90 + ‘67. 
Both of these rates are decidedly more than the corresponding rates 
of all males. 


13. Commercial T'ravellers—This occupation is found to be in 
Group II., to have a death-rate under 45 less than that of all males, 
and one over 45 not decidedly different from that of all males. In 
the previous Scottish study the death-rate under 45 was found to 
be high, and that over 45 low, the mortality figure being less than 
that of all males. In the English studies the results have been 
varying, for in the first this occupation was found to have high 
death-rates in both age-periods, while in the other two studies it 
was found to have low death-rates in both age-periods. In the 
second Parisian study a low death-rate was found in the earlier 
age-period, and a high one in the later age-period.

Among commercial travellers the death-rates from tubercle, 
malignant disease, pneumonia, and bronchitis are not decidedly 
different from those of all males, the death-rate from violence is 
less than that of all males.

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Among maltsters, brewers, and distillers the death-rates from the 
selected causes are found not to be decidedly different from those 
of all males. 


15. Hotel-Keepers, Publicans, Wine and Spirit Merchants.—These 
occupations are found to be in Group VL., and to have in both age- 
periods death-rates higher than the corresponding death-rates of 
all males. In finding that this is so, this study agrees with those 
previously made in Scotland, in England, and in Switzerland. In 
both Parisian studies this occupation was found to have a high 
death-rate under 40, in the first Parisian study the death-rate in 
the later age-period was low, but in the second high. With such 
closely agreeing results there can be no doubt that these 
occupations are unhealthy.

Among hotel-keepers, publicans, and wine and spirit merchants 
the death-rates from tubercle, from malignant disease, and from 
pneumonia are found to be greater than the corresponding rates of 
all males, while the death-rates from bronchitis and violence are 
not decidedly different from those of all males. 


16. Barmen and Cellarmen.—This occupation, like the preceding 
one, is found to be in Group VI., and to have death-rates at both 
age-periods decidedly more than those of all males. That under 
45 is 18°76 + °96, and that over 45, 51°83 + 4°22. The classifica- 
tion of these in the previous Scottish study, in the English studies, 
and in the Parisian and Swiss studies was different, and therefore 
are not available for comparison. Among barmen and cellarmen 
the death-rates from tubercle and pneumonia are decidedly high. 


Massing the returns of the three occupations concerned with 
the liquor traffic together (14, 15, 16), it is found that collectively 
they have a death-rate in the 25 to 45 age+period of 15°22 + °50, 
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andin the 45 to 65 age-period one of 37°95 + 1:18. Bothof these 
rates are decidedly greater than the corresponding rates of all males. 


17. Hotel and other Domestic Indoor Servants.—These occupations 
are found to be in Group III., and to have in both age-periods death- 
rates not decidedly different from the corresponding death-rates of 
all males. Jor the same reason as is the case with barmen and 
cellarmen, comparison with previous studies is impossible. The 
death-rate of the 25 to 45 age-period in these occupations is 
9°88 + ‘77, and of the 45 to 65 age-period 24°12 + 2:27. Among 
hotel and other domestic indoor servants the death-rate from 
bronchitis is the only one which is decidedly greater than the rate 
for all males. 


18. Law Clerks—This occupation is found to be in Group IIL., to 
have in both age-periods death-rates not decidedly different from 
the corresponding death-rates of all males. In the previous 
Scottish study and in each of the English studies this occupation 
was found to have high death-rates in both age-periods and high 
mortality figures. These results do not agree with those of the 
present study. 


18. LAW CLERKS. 
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Among law clerks the death-rates from tubercle, pneumonia, and 
violence are not decidedly different from the corresponding death- 
rates of all males; the deaths from malignant disease and bronchitis 
during the period of this study were too few for the purpose of 
determining the death-rates from them. . 


19. Commercial Clerks, Railway Clerks.—This occupation is 
found to be in Group V., and to have a death-rate in the 25 to 45 
age-period greater than that of all males, and a death-rate in the 
45 to 65 age-period not decidedly different from that of all males. 
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In the previous Scottish study the death-rate under 45 was higher 
than that of all males, the death-rate over 45 was lower than that of 
all males, and the mortality figure was slightly higher than that of 
all males. The results of these two studies thus closely corroborate 
each other. Owing to differences of classification, comparison with 
the English, Parisian, and Swiss studies are not possible. 

Among commercial clerks the death-rate from tubercle is more 
than that of all males, those from malignant disease, bronchitis, 
and violence are less than those of all males, while that from 
pneumonia is not decidedly different from that of all males. 


20. Bank and Insurance Service.—This occupation is found to be 
in Group II., to have a death-rate under 45 not decidedly different 
trom the corresponding death-rate of all males, and one over 45 
less than that of all males. In the previous Scottish study the 
death-rate of this occupation was slightly less under 45 than that of 
all males, and so was the death-rate over 45. 

Among the employees in the bank and insurance service the 
death-rates from pneumonia, bronchitis, and violence are less than 
the corresponding rates of all males, while those from tubercle and 
malignant disease are not decidedly different from those of all males. 

Putting the returns of the commercial clerks and bank and 
insurance service together (19 and 20), it is found that those occupa- 
tions conjointly have a death-rate in the 25 to 45 age-period of 
9-79 + -28, and in the 45 to 65 age-period 24°77 + ‘68, neither of 
which rates are decidedly different from those of all males. In the 
previous Scottish study the corresponding rate under 45 was higher 
than that of all males, and that over 45 lower than that of all 
males. In the first English study the death-rates in both age- 
periods were high, in the second the rate under 45 was high, while 
that over 45 was low, and in the third study the rates in both 
periods were low. In the Parisian and Swiss studies the rates of 
these two occupations combined in both age-periods were found to 
be high. 

19. COMMERCIAL CLERKS. 
20. BANK AND INSURANCE SERVICE. 
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The death-rates of the three clerking occupations combined (18, 
19, 20) in the 25 to 45 age period is “found to be 9°70 + °25, and 
in the 45 to 65 age period 24°86 + °67. Neither of these rates 
are decidedly different from the corresponding rates of all males. 


21. Chemists, Druggists, Manufacturing Chemists—This occupation 
is found to be in Group VI., and to have in both age-periods death- 
rates higher than the corresponding death-rates of all males. 
Owing to differences of classification, comparison with previous 
studies is not possible. In this occupation the death-rates from 
none of the selected causes of death decidedly differ from. the 
corresponding rates of all males. 


22. Grocers, Provision Dealers.—This occupation is found to be 
in Group II., and to have a death-rate in the 25 to 45 age-period 
less than that of all males, and one in the 45 to 65 age-period not 
decidedly different from that of all males. In the previous Scottish 
study this occupation was found to have a low mortality figure, a 
low death-rate over 45, but a death-rate under 45 rather more than 
that of all males. In each of the English studies, and in both 
Parisian studies, this occupation was found to have a low death-rate 
in both age-periods. 


22. GROCERS, PROVISION DEALERS. 
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Among grocers the death-rates from tubercle, pneumonia, 
bronchitis, and violence are all less than the corresponding rates of 
all males, and that from malignant disease is not decidedly 
different from that of all males. 
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23. Drapers, Linen Drapers, Mercers.—This occupation is found 
to be in Group I., and to have death-rates at both age-periods less 
than the corresponding rates of all males. Jn the previous Scottish 
study it was found that drapers had a high death-rate under 49, 
but a low one over 45, and a low mortality figure. In the first 
English study they had high death-rates in both age-periods and 
a high mortality figure, in the second English study they had 
low death-rates in both age-periods and a low mortality figure, and 
in the third English study they had a high death-rate under 45, a 
low one over 45, and a low mortality figure. These results are so 
contrary that, even although the occupation is now found to be in 
Group I[., it would not be safe to conclude that it is an unusually 
healthy one. 


23. DRAPERS, LINEN DRAPERS, MERCERS. 
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Among drapers the death-rates from pneumonia and violence 
are found to be less than those of all males, and the death-rates 
from tubercle, malignant disease, and bronchitis not decidedly 
different from the corresponding rates of all males. 


24. Lrowmoigers, Metal Dealers.—This occupation is found to be 
in Group II., and to have a death-rate in the 25 to 45 age-period not 
decidedly different from that of all males, and one in the 45 to 65 
age-period less than that of all males. In the previous Scottish 
study this occupation was found to have a low death-rate in both 
age-periods and a low mortality figure, and similar results were 
found in each of the English studies. All these results tend to 
show that the occupation of ironmonger is a healthy one. 
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24. IRONMONGERS, METAL DEALERS. 
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Among ironmongers the death-rates from tubercle, pneumonia, 
and bronchitis are not decidedly different from the corresponding 
rates of all males; those from malignant disease and violence, 
owing to paucity of the numbers recorded, cannot be determined. 


25. Coal Merchants.—This occupation is found to be in GroupIIL, 
and to have at both age-periods death-rates not decidedly different 
from those of all males. In the previous Scottish study this 
occupation was found to have a low death-rate in the earlier period, 
a slightly high death-rate in the later period, and a low mortality 
figure. In each of the English studies it was found to have low 
death-rates in both age-periods and low mortality figures. 


25. COAL MERCHANTS. 
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Among coal merchants the death-rates from each of the selected 
causes of death were not decidedly different from the corresponding 
death-rates of all males. 


26. General Shopkeepers.—This occupation is found to be in 
Group II., and to have a death-rate under 45 not decidedly different 
from that of all males, but one over 45 less than that of all males. 
In the previous Scottish study this occupation was found to have 
low death-rates in both age-periods, and a low mortality figure. 
In the second English study results similar to that were found, but 
in the third English study the death-rate in the 25 to 45 age- 
period was found to be greater than that of all males, while that 
in the 45 to 65 age-period was found to be low, and the mortality 
figure to be low. 


26. GENERAL SHOPKEEPERS. 
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Among general shopkeepers the death-rates from tubercle, 
pneumonia, and violence are found to be not decidedly different 
from the corresponding rates of all males; those from malignant 
disease and violence could not be determined. 


Massing the returns of these five shopkeeping occupations 
together (numbers 22, 23, 24, 25, and 26), it is found that they col- 
lectively have a death-rate in the 25 to 45 age-period of 8:09+°26, 
and in the 45 to 65 age-period 22°83 + ‘67. Both these rates 
are less than the corresponding rates of all males. 


27. Dairymen, Milksellers—This occupation is found to be in 
Group III., and to have death-rates in both age-periods not decidedly

28. Fishmongers, Poulterers, Game Dealers.—This occupation is 
found to be in Group III., and to have in both age-periods death- 
rates not decidedly different from those of all males. In the 
previous Scottish study this occupation was found to have a low 
death-rate under 45, a high one over 45, and a mortality figure 
less than that of all males. In the first English study it was found 
to have a high mortality figure and high death-rates in both age- 
periods ; in the second and third English studies it was found to 
have high death-rates under 45, but low ones over 45, and low 
mortality figures. From these results it may be taken that there 
is no evidence that the occupation is either an unusually healthy 
or an unusually unwholesome one. 
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28. FISHMONGERS, POULTERERS, GAME DEALERS. 
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Among fishmongers, poulterers, and game dealers the death- 
rate from violence is low, but the death-rates from the other 
selected causes are not decidedly different from those of all males. 


29. Butchers, Meat Salesmen.—This occupation is found to be in 
Group III., and to have in both age-periods death-rates not 
decidedly different from those of all males. In the previous 
Scottish study this occupation was found to have a rather high 
mortality figure and high death-rates in both age-periods, and 
similar results were found in each of the English studies and in 
the second Parisian study. In the first Parisian study the occupa- 
tion was found to have low death-rates in both age-periods. In the 
Swiss study it was found to have high death-rates in both age- 
periods. ‘These results are contradictory, and consequently no 
definite conclusion can be founded on them. 


29. BUTCHERS, MEAT SALESMEN. 
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Among butchers the death-rates from violence and bronchitis are 
low, while those from tubercle, malignant disease, and pneumonia 
are not decidedly different from the corresponding rates of all 
males. 


30. Millers.—This occupation is found to be in Group II., and 
to have in the age-period 25 to 45 a death-rate less than that of 
all males, and in the 45 to 65 age-period a death-rate not decidedly 
different from that of all males. In the previous Scottish study 
this occupation had a low death-rate in both age-periods, and a low 
mortality figure; in each of the English studies the death-rates 
below 45 and the mortality figures were low, in the first and 
second English studies the death-rates over 45 were high, but in 
the third English study it was low. In the Swiss study the 
occupation was found to have a low death-rate under 45, but a 
high one over 45. Jt may be taken as a general conclusion that 
there is evidence of this occupation being a healthy one in the 
younger age-period, but neither an unusually healthy one or the 
reverse in the older age-period. 


30. MILLERS. 
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Among millers the death-rates from each of the selected causes 
of death is not decidedly different from the corresponding death- 
rates of all males. 


31. Bakers, Confectioners, Bisewit Makers—This occupation is 
found to be in Group IV., and to have in the age-period 25 to 45 a 
death-rate lower than that of all males. and one in the 45 to 65 
age-period greater than that of all males. Similar results were 
found in the previous Scottish study and in the first and second 
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English studies, in the third English study it was found to have 
death-rates in both age-periods less than the corresponding rates 
of all males, in the Parisian and Swiss studies it was found to have 
high death-rates. The mortality figure in the previous Scottish 
study was the same as that of all males, in the first English study 
it was greater than that of all males, in the second and third 
English studies it was less than those of all males. 


31. BAKERS, CONFECTIONERS, BISCUIT MAKERS. 
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Among bakers, confectioners, and biscuit makers the death-rate 
from violence is less than that of all males, those from tubercle, 
malignant disease, pneumonia and bronchitis are not decidedly 
different from the corresponding rates of all males. 


These five occupations concerned with the preparation and sale 
of food (numbers 27, 28, 29, 30, and 31) are found collectively to 
have a death-rate in the 25 to 45 age-period of 8°69 + °27, and in 
the 45 to 65 age-period one of 29°53 +:°76. The former is not 
decidedly different from the corresponding rate of all males, the 
latter is more than that of all males. 


32. Hairdressers.—This occupation is found to be in Group VL., 
and to have a death-rate in both age-periods greater than the 
corresponding death-rates of all males. A similar result was found 
in the previous Scottish study, in each of the English studies, and 
in the Swiss study. In the Parisian studies the death-rate under 
40 was found to be slightly less than that of all males, but that 
over 50 decidedly more than the corresponding rate of all males. 
The mortality figure in the previous Scottish study and in each of 
the English studies was high. 
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32. HAIRDRESSERS. 
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Among hairdressers the death-rate from tubercle is high, that 
from pneumonia not decidedly different from the corresponding 
rate of all males, while those from malignant disease, bronchitis, 
and violence could not be determined. 


33. Tailors, Clothiers.—This occupation is found to be in 
Group VI., and to have in both age-periods death-rates higher than 
those of all males. In the previous Scottish study and in the first 
and second English studies similar results were found, a high 
mortality being recorded in each of them. In the third English 
study and in both Parisian studies a low death-rate was found in 
the earlier age-period, while that in the later age-period was high. 
In the Swiss study the death-rate in both age-periods was high. 
From such results the general conclusion is that this occupation is 
an unwholesome one. 


33. TAILORS, CLOTHIERS. 
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Among tailors and clothiers the death-rate from tubercle is high, 
that from violence low, and those from malignant disease, pneu- 
monia, and bronchitis of an amount not decidedly different from 
the corresponding rates of all males. 


34. Boot and Shoe Makers, Dealers.—This occupation is found to 
be in Group V., and to have in the age-period 25 to 45 a death-rate 
not decidedly different from that of all males, but one in the 45 to 
65 age-period greater than that of all males. In the previous 
Scottish study the reverse of this was found, for then it appeared 
that the death-rate in this occupation was high in the earlier age-~ 
period and low in the later age-period. In the English studies 
this occupation had low death-rates in both age-periods, and low 
mortality figures. In the first Parisian study the death-rate in 
both age-periods was found to be high, in the second Parisian 
study and in the Swiss study the death-rate in the earlier age- 
period was found to be low, and that in the later age-period high. ° 
These results are very contradictory. 


34. BOOT AND SHOE MAKERS, DEALERS. 
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Among boot and shoe makers and dealers the death-rates from 
tubercle and bronchitis are found to be high, while those from 
malignant disease, pneumonia, and violence are found not to be 
decidedly different from the corresponding rates of all males. 


35. Skinners, Tanners, Curriers.—This occupation is found to 
be in Group IIT., and to have death-rates in both age-periods not 
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decidedly different from the corresponding rates of all males. In 
the previous Scottish study the death-rates in both age-periods and 
the mortality figure were found to be low. In both the Parisian 
studies the death-rates were also found to be low. Owing to 
differences of classifications the English studies are not available 
for comparison. 


35. SKINNERS, TANNERS, CURRIERS.

Among skinners, tanners, and curriers the death-rates from 
tubercle, malignant disease, pneumonia, and bronchitis are not 
decidedly different from those of all males; that from violence 
could not be determined. 


36 Saddlers, Harness and Whip Makers.—This occupation is 
found to be in Group III., and to have in both age-periods death-rates 
not decidedly different from those of all males. In the previous 
Scottish study this occupation was found to have low death-rates in 
both age-periods, and a low mortality figure. In the first English 
study it was found to have high death-rates in both age-periods, and 
a high mortality figure ; in the second English study it was found 
to have a low death-rate in the earlier age-period, a high death-rate 
in the later one, and a low mortality figure; in the third English 
study it was found to have low death-rates in both age-periods, and 
a low mortality figure. In the Parisian and Swiss studies this 
occupation was found to have high death-rates in both age-periods. 
These results are so contradictory that no definite conclusion can be 
inferred from them, 
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36. SADDLERS, HARNESS AND WHIP MAKERS. 
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Among saddlers, harness and whip makers the death-rates from 
tubercle, malignant disease, pneumonia, and violence are not 
decidedly different from the corresponding rates of all males; that 
from bronchitis could not be determined. 


These three leather-working occupations (numbers 34, 35, 36) 
have collectively in the 25 to 45 age-period a death-rate of 
9°87+ ‘40, and in the 45 to 65 age-period one of 31:24 + °82; of 
these, the former is not decidedly different from that of all males, 
the latter is more than the corresponding rate of all males. 


37. Printers, Inthographers.—This occupation also is found to 
be in Group III., and to have death-rates in both age-periods not 
decidedly different from the corresponding rates of all males. In 
the previous Scottish study this occupation was found to have a 
low death-rate in the 25 to 45 age-period, a high death-rate in the 
45 to 65 age-period, and a slightly low mortality figure. In the 
first and second English studies it was found to have a high death- 
rate in both age-periods, and a high mortality figure; in the third 
English study it was found to have a high death-rate in the earlier 
period and a low death-rate in the later period, and a somewhat 
high mortality figure. In the Parisian study the occupation was 
found to have high death-rates in both age-periods, in the Swiss 
study it was found to have low death-rates in both periods. These 
results being contrary, no definite conclusion can be drawn. 
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37. PRINTERS, LITHOGRAPHERS. 
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Among printers and lithographers the death-rates from bronchitis 
and violence are low, that from tubercle is high, while those from 
pneumonia and malignant disease are not decidedly different from 
the corresponding rates of all males. 


38. Watchmakers, Jewellers.—This occupation is found to be in 
Group III., and to have death-rates in both age-periods not 
decidedly different from those of all males. In the previous 
Scottish study this occupation was found to have a high death- 
rate under 45 and a low death-rate over 45, the mortality figure 
being very slightly more than that of all males. In the second 
and third English studies this occupation was found to have low 
death-rates in both age-periods, and low mortality figures. In the 
first Parisian study low death-rates in both age-periods were found, 
in the second a high death-rate in the earlier age-period, and a low 
death-rate in the later one. In the Swiss study the death-rates 
were found to be high. 
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38. WATCHMAKERS, JEWELLERS. 
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Among watchmakers and jewellers the death-rates from tubercle, 
pneumonia, and violence are not decidedly different from the 
corresponding rates of all males; those from malignant disease and 
bronchitis could not be determined. 


39. Paper Manufacture-—This occupation is found to be in 
Group I., and to have death-rates in both age-periods less than 
the corresponding rates of all males. In the previous Scottish 
study and in each of the English studies similar results were found, 
for on each occasion the death-rates in both age-periods and the 
mortality figures were found to be low. It may thus be concluded 
that this is an unusually healthy occupation. 


39. PAPER MANUFACTURE. 
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Among papermakers the death-rate from pneumonia is low, while 
those from tubercle, malignant disease, bronchitis, and violence are 


not decidedly different from those of all males. . 


40. Brick, Cement, Pottery, and Glass Manufactwre.—These occu- 
pations are found to be in Group III, and to have death-rates in 
both age-periods not decidedly different from the corresponding 
rates of all males. On account of differences of classification, 
comparison with the previous studies cannot be made. Among 
those employed in these manufactures the death-rate from 
pneumonia is high, while those from tubercle, malignant disease, 
bronchitis, and violence are not decidedly different from the corre- 
sponding rates of all males. 


41. Cotton, Flax, Iinen Manufactwre.—This occupation is found 
to be in Group I., and to have death-rates in both age-periods less 
than those of all males. In the previous Scottish study this 
occupation was found to have a low death-rate under 45, a high 
death-rate over 45, and a mortality figure slightly less than that of 
all males. In the second and third English studies it had a low 
death-rate under 45, a high death-rate over 45, and mortality 
figures higher than those of all males. These results agree 
regarding the earlier age-period, but do not do so regarding the 
later age-period. 


41, COTTON, FLAX, LINEN MANUFACTURE. 
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Among those engaged in these manufactures the death-rate 
from bronchitis is high, from violence low, while the death-rates 
from tubercle, malignant disease, and pneumonia are not decidedly 
different from the corresponding rates of all males, 
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42. Wool and Worsted Manufacture.-—This occupation is found 
to be in Group I., and to have in both age-periods death-rates less 
than the corresponding rates of all males. In the previous Scottish 
study the result was similar, for it was then found that the death- 
rates in both age-periods and the mortality figure were low. In 
the second English study the death-rate over 45 and the mortality 
figure were found to be more than those of all males, while the 
death-rate under 45 was found to be low; in the third English 
study a similar result was found, except that the mortality figure was 

slightly below that of all males. These three studies agree in 
finding the death-rate under 45 to be low, but disagree as to the 
death-rate over 45. 


42. WOOL AND WORSTED MANUFACTURE. 
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Among those engaged in the wool and worsted manufacture the 
death-rates from tubercle, pneumonia, and violence are low, while 
those from malignant disease and bronchitis are not decidedly 
different from the corresponding rates of all males. 


43. Textile—Bleachers, Printers, Dyers, Calenderers.—In_ this 
occupation the death-rate under 45 is found not to be decidedly 
different from that of all males, while the death-rate over 45 is 
found to be high; the occupation is thus in Group V. In the pre- 
vious Scottish study this occupation was found to have high death- 
rates in both age-periods, and a high mortality figure. In the first 
and second English studies it was found to have low death-rates 
under 45, but high death-rates over 45, and high mortality figures. 
In the third English study it was found to have high death-rates 
in both age-periods, and a high mortality figure. In the Swiss 
study it was found to have low death-rates in both age-periods. 
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43. TEXTILE—BLEACHERS, PRINTERS, DYERS, CALENDERERS. 
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Among those engaged in these employments the death-rates 
from all the selected causes of death are none of them decidedly 
different from the corresponding rates of all males. 


44, Jute Manufacture—This occupation is found to be in Group 
J., and to have death-rates in both age-periods less than the cor- 
responding death-rates of all males. In the previous Scottish study 
it was found to have a low death-rate under 45, but a high one over 
45, and a high mortality figure. This occupation not being sepa- 
rated in the English, Parisian, or Swiss studies, the findings of 
them are not available for comparison. 


44, JUTE MANUFACTURE. 
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Among those engaged in the jute manufacture the death-rates 
from tubercle and violence are low, while those from malignant 
disease, bronchitis and pneumonia are not decidedly different from 
the corresponding rates of all males. 


When these four occupations concerned in textile manufacture 
are massed (numbers 41, 42, 43, 44) it is found that the death-rate 
at the 25 to 45 age-period is 6°91 + °27, and at the 45 to 65 
age-period 23°46 + °63; both these rates are decidedly less than the 
corresponding rates of all males. When bleachers, cotton-printers, 
dyers, and calenderers are excluded from this group, the remainder, 
including cotton, wool, linen, flax, and jute manufacture, are 
conjointly found to have a death-rate at the 25 to 45 age-period 
of 5°25 -+ :30, and at the 45 to 65 age-period of 19°75 + °70, 
rates very decidedly less than those of all males, and showing 
that these manufactures in Scotland at the present time are not 
attended with unusual risk to life. 


45. Builders, Masons, Bricklayers.—This occupation is found to 
be in Group VI., and to have in both age-periods death-rates higher 
than those of all males. Inthe previous Scottish study a similar result 
was found for the death-rates in both age-periods, and the mortality 
figure was high. A similar result was found in the first English 
study, but the results of the second and third English studies 
differed in that the death-rate under 45 in them was found not to 
be high. In the second Parisian study the death-rate in both age- 
periods was found to be low. In the Swiss study the death-rates 
in both age-periods were found to be high. 


45. BUILDERS, MASONS, BRICKLAYERS. 
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Among builders, masons, and bricklayers the death-rates from 
tubercle, pneumonia, and bronchitis are high, while those from 
malignant disease and violence are not decidedly different from 
those of all males. ! 


46. Slaters, Tilers.—This occupation is found to be in Group 
III., and to have in both age-periods death-rates not decidedly 
different from those of all males. In the previous Scottish study 
the death-rate under 45 was found to be low, that over 45 and 
the mortality figure to be high. In the first English study the 
death-rate under 45 was found to be low, while that over 45 and 
the mortality figure were found to be high. In the second Erglish 
study the death-rates of both age-periods and the mortality figure 
were found to be low. In the third English study the death-rates 
in both age-periods and the mortality figure were found to be high, 
and a similar result was found in the Swiss study. With such con- 
tradictory results no definite conclusion can be drawn. 


46. SLATERS, TILERS. 
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Among slaters and tilers the death-rates from none of the selected 
causes of death are decidedly different from the corresponding death- 
rates of all males. 


47, Plasterers.—This occupation is also found to be in Group IIL., 
and to have in both age-periods death-rates not decidedly different 
from the corresponding death-rates of all males. In the previous 
Scottish study a very similar result was found, for the death-rates 
differed little from those of all males, and the mortality figure was 
only slightly less than that of all males. Owing to differences of 
classification comparison with the other previous studies cannot be 
made. 
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47. PLASTERERS. 
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Among plasterers the death-rate from each of the selected causes 
of death is not decidedly different from the corresponding death- 
rate of all males. 


48. Plumbers, Gasfitters.—This occupation is found to be in 
Group II., and to have a death-rate under 45 less than the cor- 
responding death-rate of all males, and one over 45 not decidedly 
different from the corresponding death-rate of all males. In the 
previous Scottish study this occupation was found to have a death- 
rate in both age-periods slightly less than the corresponding death- 
rate of all males, and a low mortality figure. Comparison with the 
results of the other previous studies cannot be made. 


48. PLUMBERS, GASFITTERS. 
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Among plumbers and gasfitters the death-rates from bronchitis 
and violence are less than those of all males, while the death-rates 
from tubercle, malignant disease, and pneumonia are not decidedly 
different from the corresponding rates of all males. 


49. Painters, Paperhangers, Glaziers.—This occupation is found 
to be in Group V., and to have a death-rate over 45 higher than 
that of all males, while the death-rate under 45 is not decidedly 
different from that of all males. In the previous Scottish study, 
and in the Parisian and Swiss studies, high death-rates in both 
age-periods were recorded. Comparison cannot be made with. the 
previous English studies. 


49. PAINTERS, PAPERHANGERS, GLAZIERS. 
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Among painters, paperhangers, and glaziers the death-rate from 
each of the selected causes of death is not decidedly different from 
the corresponding death-rate of all males. 


50. Cabinetmakers, French Polishers, Upholsterers—This occupa- 
tion is found to be in Group III., and to have death-rates in both 
age-periods not decidedly different from those of all males. In the 
previous Scottish study a very similar result was found, as death- 
rates and a mortality figure only slightly different from those of 
all males were recorded. Similar results were also found in each 
of the English studies. In the first Parisian study low death-rates 
in both age-periods were found, in the second Parisian study a low 
death-rate was also found in the later period, but that of the 
earlier period was found to be high. 
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50. CABINETMAKERS, FRENCH POLISHERS, UPHOLSTHERERS. 
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Among cabinetmakers, French polishers, and upholsterers the 
death-rate from violence is low, those from tubercle, malignant. 
disease, pneumonia, and bronchitis are not decidedly different from 
the corresponding rates of all males. 


51. Carpenters, Joiners.—This occupation is found to be in Group 
I., and to have in both age-periods a death-rate less than that of 
all males. Results similar to this were found in the previous 
Scottish study and in each of the English studies. In the Parisian 
study the death-rate in the earlier age-period was found to be 
higher than that of all males, while in the later age-period it was 
lower. In the Swiss study the death-rate in the earlier age-period 
was less than that of all males, while in the later period it was 
more than that of all males. The results of the Scottish and 
English studies are so uniform that it may be accepted as a fact 
that this occupation in these countries is an unusually healthy one. 
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51. CARPENTERS, JOINERS. 
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Among carpenters and joiners the death-rates from bronchitis 
and violence are less than those of all males, while the death-rates 
from tubercle, malignant disease, and pneumonia are not decidedly 
different from those of all males. 


52. Sawyers.—This occupation is found to be in Group IL., and 
to have in the 25 to 45 age-period a death-rate less than that of 
all males, while the death-rate in the 45 to 65 age-period is not 
decidedly different from that of all males. In the previous Scottish 
study the death-rate under 45 was found to be less than that of all 
males, the death-rate over 45 more than that of all males, and the 
mortality figure was low. In each of the English studies the death- 
rate in both age-periods and the mortality figures were low. 


52. SAWYERS. 
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Among sawyers the death-rates from none of the selected causes 
of death are found to be decidedly different from the corresponding 
rates of all males. 


Massing these building occupations together (numbers 409, 46, 
47, 48, 49, 50, 51, and 52), it is found that they have a death-rate 
in the 25 to 45 age-period of 9°30 + °16, and in the 45 to 65 age- 
period of 26°85 + °36, both of which rates closely approximate the 
corresponding rates of all males. If the occupation of builders, 
masons, and bricklayers be excluded, it is found that the death- 
rate of the remainder of these building trades is in the 25 to 45 
age-period 8°31 + ‘18, and in the 45 to 65 age-period 23°49 + °42, 
both of which rates are decidedly lower than the corresponding 
rates for all males. 


58. Coopers.—This occupation is found to be in Group IL., to 
have in the age-period 25 to 45 a death-rate lower than the corre- 
sponding death-rate of all males, and one in the 45 to 65 age-period 
not decidedly different from that of all males. In the previous 
Scottish study this occupation had a low death-rate in the earlier 
age-period, a high one in the later age-period, and a somewhat low 
mortality figure. In the second Parisian study and in the Swiss 
study the death-rates in both age-periods were found to be high. 


53. COOPERS. 
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Among coopers the death-rate from violence is low, while those 
from tubercle, malignant disease, pneumonia, and bronchitis are 
not decidedly different from the corresponding rates of all males. 
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54. Cycle, Motor, Carriage, Waggon Makers.—This occupation is 
also found to be in Group II., and to have a death-rate under 45 less 
than that of all males, and one over 46 not decidedly different from 
that of all males. In the previous Scottish and in the English 
studies, cycle and motor makers were not included in this occupa- 
tion, but carriage builders in the Scottish and in the second 
English studies were found to have low mortality figures, while in 
the first and third English studies they were found to have slightly 
high mortality figures. 


54. CYCLE, MOTOR, CARRIAGE, WAGGON MAKERS. 
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Among cycle, motor, carriage, and waggon makers the death- 
rates from pneumonia and violence are low, while those from 
tubercle, malignant disease, and bronchitis are not decidedly 
different from the corresponding rates of all males. 


55. Shipwrights, Ship and Boat Bualders—This occupation is 
found to be in Group I., and to have death-rates in both age-periods 
less ‘than the corresponding rates of all males. In the previous 
Scottish study the death-rate under 45 was found to be low, that 
over 45 slightly high, and the mortality figure low. In the first 
English study the death-rate under 45 was low, that over 45 high, 
and the mortality figure slightly more than that of all males. In 
the second and third English studies both death-rates and the 
mortality figures were found to be low. From these results it may 
be inferred that this occupation is a healthy one.

56. Iron and Steel Manufacture, Ironfounders.—This occupation 
is found to be in Group V., and to have a death-rate over 45 higher 
than the corresponding death-rate of all males, while the death- 
rate under 45 is not decidedly different from that of all males. 
Comparison cannot be made with the previous Scottish study. In 
the second English study this occupation is found to have a low 
death-rate in both age-periods, and a low mortality figure; in the 
third English study it was found to have high death-rates, and a 
high mortality figure, the result of that study more closely agreeing 
with the result of the present study than that of the second study did.

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Among those employed in the manufacture of iron-and steel the 
death-rates from pneumonia and bronchitis are high, while those 
from tubercle, malignant disease, and violence are not decidedly 
different from the corresponding rates of all males.
